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The  STONE  family  in  England 

Walter  Atte  Stone  of  Little  Bentley,  Co.  Essex,  born  probably  as  early  as 
1285,  is  the  earliest  member  of  the  Stone  family  from  whom  Simon  and  Gregory 
Stone  descend.  It  is  possible  he  was  the  son  of  a  Philip  Stone,  accused  of 
poaching  there  in  1392. 

Only  two  references  to  this  Walter  Atte  Stone  have  been  gleaned;  his  name 
appears  at  Little  Bromley,  as  taxed  18  1/2  d.  on  a  subsidy  of  Edward  II  (1320) 
and  as  taxed  14  1/2  d.  on  a  subsidy  of  I  Edward  III  (1327). 

The  year  of  the  decease  of  Walter  Atte  Stone  has  not  been  learned,  and  no 
records  of  his  family  have  been  found.  During  the  nearly  ninety  years  from 
1327  to  1415,  only  two  mentions  of  the  name  Stone  have  been  found  in  Tendring 
Hundred,  Henry  Atte  Stone,  admitted  a  burgess  of  Colchester  in  3  Richard  II 
(1379-80),  and  Henry  Atte  Stone  appears  as  a  release  there  made  in  3  Henry  IV. 
(1408- 

There  were  many  burgesses  of  Colchester  who  came  from  or  resided  in  the 
surrounding  parishes;  so  doubtless  that  Henry  Atte  Stone  was  a  later  member  of 
the  same  Stone  family  as  Walter  Atte  Stone  before  named,  perhaps  a  grandson  of 
the  latter. 

Unfortunately,  the  numerous  subsidy  rolls  made  for  the  Tendring  Hundred 
between  1327  and  1524  are  lost;  nor  are  there  known  to  be  existing  any  manor 
court  rolls  of  this  period  for  Great  Bromley  or  Little  Bentley. 

Walter  Atte  Stone  was  probably  the  ancestor  of  the  Stones  who  appear  a 
century  after  him  in  Ardleigh,"  County  Essex,  among  whom  the  name  Walter  was  a 
common  one,  but  after  him,  there  is  a  gap  in  the  line  of  two  generations  which 
remains  buried  in  oblivion. 

William  Atte  Stone  ( - , - ,  Walter)  born  about  1365  was  probably  a 

great-grandson  of  Walter  Atte  Stone,  and  from  him  the  line  of  descent  is 
traced  down  through  seven  recorded  generations  to  the  Gregory  and  Simon  Stone, 
the  colonists  of  New  England  in  163 5 » 

The  parish  of  Ardleigh,  in  Tendring  Hundred,  County  Essex,  is  about  55 
miles  from  London  and  is  about  3  miles  in  length  and  2-1/2  in  width.  The 
parish  church  dedicated  to  St.  Mary  the  Virgin,  is  a  fine  structure  in  excel¬ 
lent  condition,  part  of  it  built  in  about  1450,  restored  in  1883.  The  parish 
registers  are  preserved  from  1555.  The  court  rolls  of  the  Manor  of  Boville  in 
Ardleigh  have  been  preserved  for  many  of  the  years  from  1359  to  1599. 

Only  three  records  of  William  Atte  Stone  have  come  to  light,  the  first  in 
a  lawsuit  in  1398,  the  next  as  a  juror  at  a  court  held  in  1415  and  the  Dast  in 
a  court  roll  recorded  after  his  death  in  1431.  He  died  1430  or  1431,  when  his 
son  Walter  Atte  Stone  succeeded  to  his  copyhold  in  Ardleigh.  The  name  of  the 
wife  of  William  Atte  Stone  is  not  known  and  records  have  been  found  of  only 
one  child,  Walter. 

Walter  (5)  Atte  Stone  (William  (4), - (3) - (2)  Walter  (l))  of 

Ardleigh,  County  Essex, .was  born  probably  about  1390.  The  earliest  mention  of 
him  was  sion  the  day  afi6r  Jove  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew  the  Apostle,  4 
Henry  V.u  (Thursday  3  December  1415)  when  he  was  a  witness  in  regard  to  owner¬ 
ship  of  some  land  in  the  village  of  Dedham.  The  only  other  record  discovered 
of  Walter  Atte  Stone  is  in  a  volume  of  fragmentary  abstracts  of 
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fines,  etc,  from  court  rolls  of  various  manors  in  Essex  and  Suffolk  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Honour  of  Clare  ....  .‘‘to  this  court  came  Walter  Atte  Stone 
and  made  fealty  to  the  lord  for  a  tenement  and  garden  adjacent  held  by  copy  of 
the  court  roll,  which  late  was  of  William  Atte  Stone,  his  father1'1 .  Walter 
Atte  Stone  died  after  1431,  the  exact  time  has  not  been  learned  and  the  name 

of  his  wife  has  not  been  found.  He  had  at  least  one  son,  John,  born  about  1430. 

John  (6)  Stone,  (Walter,  (5)  William  (4), - (3), - (2),  Walter  (l)), 

born  about  1430,  was  the  first  member  of  the  Stone  family  who  occupied  a  small 
estate  in  Ardleigh,  which  for  over  four  hundred  centuries  was  called  ,lBaronsr‘. 
During  the  life  of  John  Stone  the  prefix  nAtte”  before  the  family  surname  went 
out  of  general  use.  He  died  in  1487,  as  at  a  court  of  the  Manor  of  Boville, 
held  the  day  of  Mars  next  after  the  Feast  of  the  Conception  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin,  3  Henry  Vii  (Tuesday  11  Dec.  1487)  Walter  Stone  appeared  at  the  court 

and  made  fealty  to  the  lord  for  two  crofts  and  a  garden  adjacent  called  Baron 

held  by  copy  of  court  roll  which  late  was  held  by _  his  father. 

The  name  of  the  wife  of  John  Stone  has  not  been  found,  they  were  married  about 
1445*  Children:

Simon  (7)  Stone  (John  (6),  Walter  (5),  William  (4), - (3), - (2), 

Walter  (l)),  was  born  in  Ardleigh  about  1450.  The  earliest  mention  found  of 
him  is  in  the  fragmentary  remains  of  the  court  rolls  of  the  manor  of  Boville 
which  record  his  name  in  a  list  of  the  homage  at  the  court  held  7  Henry  VII 
(1491-2).  At  a  court  held  in  16  Henry  VII  (1500-1)  Simon  Stone  sent  his 
essoirr  (excuse)  for  non-attendance  by  William  Moyes.  He  had  an  estate  of  the 
Manor  of  Boville  in  Ardleigh,  called  srWallesu  and  an  estate  in  the  adjoining 
parish  of  Great  Bromley,  called  '‘Goodenes11 ,  where  he  settled  and  resided. 
Henceforth  for  five  generations  and  during  nearly  a  hundred  and  fifty  years 
the  ancestors  of  the  Stones  of  America  lived  in  Great  Bromley.  Great  Bromley, 
also  anciently  called  Much  Bromley  or  Bromley  Magna,  is  a  parish  in  Tendring 
Hundred,  co.  Essex  and  adjoining  Ardleigh  on  the  southeast. 

The  registers  of  baptisms  and  marriages  in  the  church  of  St.  George  begin 
in  1559,  but  those  of  burials  are  lost  prior  to  1725.  Within  the  walls  of 
this  venerable  shrine,  Dea.  Gregory  and  Dea.  Simon  Stone,  the  colonists  of  New 
England  were  baptized;  and  four  generations  of  their  ancestors  were  christened 
there  and  had  sepulcure  in  the  church  yard.  On  29  Apr.  1904,  a  beautiful 
stained  glass  window  in  memory  of  Simon  and  Gregory  Stone  was  unvailed  and 
dedicated  in  the  church,  erected  by  the  American  descendants.  The  old  farm¬ 
houses  there  have  generally  white  plaster  walls  and  thatched  roofs. 

Simon  Stone  lived  to  an  age  of  about  55  years,  dying  between  13  May  1506 
the  date  of  his  will,  and  15  Feb.  1510/1,  the  date  of  probating  it.  This  will 
is  in  the  Stone  collections  in  the  iianuscript  Department  of  the  British  Museum 
in  London.  He  said,...:tI  Symond  Stone  of  moche  Brymley  of  the  diocs  of  London 
beying  in  hole  mynde  make  my  testainet  and  last  wyll  in  this  forme  f ollowyng" . . . 
he  mentioned  wife  Elizabeth,  sons  Walter,  Davy,  William  and  Michael,  left  money 
to  St.  Pauls,  London,  etc.,  and  requested  that  his  body  be  buried  in  the  church.

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David  (8)  Stone  (Simon  (7),  John  (6),  Walter  (5),  William  (4), - (3), 

- (2),  Walter  (1))  was  born  probably  about  1480  in  Great  Bromley,  co.  Essex 

and  died  probably  in  Kirby-le-Sokam.  No  will  has  been  found  for  him  -  the 
early  ones  are  lost,  and  the  name  of  his  wife  has  not  been  discovered. 

As  the  eldest  son,  called  "Davy  Stone11,  he  was  executor  of  the  will  of 
his  father  and  inherited  his  estate  in  Great  Bromley,  called  nGoodenes's;  in 

1523  he  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of  "Robert  Baynyng  of  Moche  Bromley";  in 

1524  he  was  assessed  4d.  on  goods  and  personal  property  in  Great  Bromley";  was 
next  found  as  a  witness  to  a  will  in  Feb,  1563/4;  about  1540  he  removed  from 
Great  Bromley  to  Kirby-le-Soken,  a  parish  about  six  miles  to  the  eastward, 
where  in  1542  he  paid  a  tax  of  2s.  4  d.,  but  as  his  name  does  not  appear,  it 
is  probable  that  David  had  died  before  1543*

Simon  (9)  Stone  (David  (8),  Simon  (7),  John  (6),  Walter  (5),  William  (4), 

- (3),  - (2),  Walter  (1))  was  born  in  Great  Bromley  about  1507  and  died 

in  1557  aged  about  fifty  years.  He  evidently  accompanied  his  father  from 
Great  Bromley  to  Kirby-le-Soken,  as  after  the  death  of  David  Stone,  about  1543, 
"Symonde  Stone1’  succeeded  him  in  the  subsidy  list  there,  being  assessed  16  d. 
on  property  there.  But  the  next  year  he  disappeared  from  Kirby-le-Soken  and 
appeared  again  in  Great  Bromley  where  he  resided  until  his  death.  He  was  one 
of  the  executors  of  the  will  of  "Edmund  Lodbrake"  in  1554;  a  church  warden  in 
Great  Bromley  in  1552,  a  mark  of  distinction  to  which  only  the  wealthier 
minority  of  householders  were  liable.  His  will  indicates  that  he  was  a  yeoman 
of  substantial  estate  and  esteemed  position  in  his  community.  He  married 

about  1533,  Agnes  -  who  survived  him.  The  will  of  "Symond  Ston  of  Moch 

Bromley  in  the  Countie  of  Essex"  was  dated  28  July  1557,  was  not  probated  but 
it  was  filed  in  a  bundle  marked  "1558".  He  left  to  wife  Agnes  a  life  interest 
in  the  property  ca.lled  "Hunts";  mentioned  sons  John,  Davy,  and  Richard;  and 
also  left  the  property  oalled  the  "Leez"  to  his  wife.

He  married 
first,  at  Great  Bromley,  on  10  July  1566,  Elizabeth  Hewett  who  died  about 

1582;  and  he  married  again  about  1584  Ursula  -

Deacon  Gregory  (11)  Stone  (David  (10),  Simon  (9),  David  (8),  Simon  (7), 

John  (6),  Walter  (5),  William  (4),  - (3) - (2),  Walter  (l))  was  born  in  the 

parish  of  Great  Bromley,  county  Essex,  England  baptized  there  19  Apr.  1592, 
the  youngest  of  the  eleven  children  of  David  Stone,  seven  of  whom  were  by  a 
first  wife,  Elizabeth  Hewett,  and  the  four  youngest  by  a  second  wife  Ursula. 

The  ancestors  of  Gregory  Stone  belonged  to  the  best  class  of  the  sturdy 
yeomanry  of  England  whose  blood  v:as  most  largely  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  origin; 
and  they  resided  for  at  least  three  centuries,  bearing  the  surname  "Stone", 
in  Great  Bromley  and  adjoining  parishes,  where  for  some  ten  generations  they 
had  tilled  the  lands  held  by  various  forms  of  leases  from  manorial  landlords. 

Of  the  childhood  and  youth  of  Gregory  Stone,  no  memorials  have  been 
found;  but  he  secured  enough  education  to  be  able  to  read  and  write, 
accomplishments  acquired  by  only  a  minority  percentage  of  the  yeomen  and 
husbandmen  of  his  time;  and  presumably  he  passed  his  early  years  in  his 
native  parish,  learning  the  arts  of  husbandry  as  practised  by  his  ancestors 
for  many  generations.  But  after  his  baptism  at  Great  Bromley  in  1592,  no 
record  has  been  found  of  him  until  twenty-five  years  later,  when  he  married 
in  1617,  at  Nayland,  county  Suffolk,  (a  parish  about  eight  miles  northwest 
of  Great  Bromley),  where  he  afterwards  resided  until  his  emigration  to  Mew 
England  in  1635,  the  registers  of  Nayland  containing  the  baptisms  of  seven 
of  his  children  between  1618  and  163 5 • 

During  the  early  manhood  of  Gregory  Stone,  Puritanism  became  paramount 
in  Essex  and  Suffolk,  and  persecution  of  its  adherents  resulted  in  great 
Puritan  emigration  to  New  England,  started  in  1630  under  the  leadership  of 
Gov.  John  Winthrop  of  Groton,  co.  Suffolk,  a  parish  only  five  miles  north  of 
Nayland.  That  Gregory  Stone  was  acquainted  in  England  with  Gov.  Winthrop  is 
apparent  from  a  letter  written  by  the  latter  at  Charlestown,  Mass.  23  July 
1630,  to  his  son  John  Winthrop,  junior,  at  Groton,  England,  in  which  the 
Governor  directs,  "Demand  of  Stone  and  Bragg  of  Nayland  15  pounds.  You  have 
bond  for  it." 

During  the  reigns  of  James  I  and  Charles  I,  the  annual  church  wardens’ 
presentments  to  the  archdeacons  or  bishops  contain  in  all  thousands  of 
entries  against  the  Puritans  who  refused  to  conform  by  kneeling  to  receive 
comunion.  In  the  Diocesan  Registry  at  Norwich  is  still  preserved  the 
visitation  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Sudbury  (western  Suffolk)  for  1629;  and  the 
following  parishioners  of  Nayland  were  then  presented  for  refusing  to  kneel 
to  receive  communion;  John  Warren,  John  Firmyn,  Christopher  Scarlett, 

John  Kent  and  Gregory  Stone;  a  few  years  later  all  of  these  nonconformists 
(except  Scarlett)  are  found  in  New  England. 

While  records  have  been  preserved  showing  that  Dea.  Simon  Stone, 
brother  of  Gregory,  brought  his  family  to  New  England  in  the  ship  "Increase" 
in  the  spring  of  1635,  the  name  and  date  of  the  sailing  of  the  vessel  which 
brought  Dea.  Gregory  Stone  and  his  family  hither  remain  unknown.  But  he 
came  sometime  in  1635,  bringing  his  second  wife  Lydia,  six  children,  John, 
Daniel,  David,  Elizabeth,  Samuel  and  Sarah  Stone,  and  two  step-children, 
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John  and  Lydia  Cooper. 

At  first  he  located  with  his  brother  in  Watertown,  Mass.,  where  the 
records  show  that  he  received  grants  of  land  at  various  times.  In  June  1637, 
he  drew  a  lot  of  ten  acres,  lot  78,  this  being  the  latest  date  at  which  he  is 
mentioned  as  "inhabiting”  in  Watertown,  and  later  in  that  year  he  removed  to 
Cambridge  (then  called  Newtowne).  In  1639  he  sold  his  Watertown  lands  to 
Nathaniel  Spar hawk.  He  soon  received  grants  of  land  in  Cambridge  and  also 
by  purchase  he  acquired  large  tracts  of  land  there,  over  four  hundred  acres, 
particularly  in  Cambridge  Farms  (now  Lexington  and  Lincoln). 

Deacon  Gregory  Stone  must  have  joined  the  Watertown  church  soon  after 
his  arrival  there,  as  on  21  May  1636  he  was  admitted  a  Freeman  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  and  at  that  time  church  membership  was  a  requisite 
to  become  a  freeman.  Cnly  freemen  could  vote  and  hold  office;  so  it  was 
carefully  arranged  that  only  "orthodox”  persons  should  have  any  part  in  the 
government.  The  earliest  church  records  of  Cambridge  were  compiled  in 
January  1658-9  by  the  third  paotor ,  Rev.  Jonothan  Mitchell  who  gives  the 
following  account  of  Gregory  Stone  and  his  family. 

"Gregory  Stone,  Deacon  of  this  Ch:  &  Lj'dia  his  wife,  in  f.  C.  (full 
communion)  Whose  children,  John,  Danial,  David,  Elizabeth,  Samuel,  Sarah, 

Also  John  Cooper  Son  of  the  fore3aid  Lydia  and  Lydia  Fiske  her  daughter; 
being  all  of  them  through  the  Rich  Grace  of  Christ  come  into  full  Communion 
with  his  people;  they  will  be  mentioned  afterwards  in  their  places,  all 
save,  John  Stone  now  joyned  member  of  the  Church  of  Xt  at  Sudbury,  Lydia 
Fisk  now  deceased,  Elizabeth  Stone  now  Potter  living  at  Ipswich,  Sarah  Stone 
now  Miriam  Joyned  to  ye  Ch.  at  Concord." 

At  just  what  time  Gregory  Stone  became  a  deacon  is  not  known;  but  he 
is  mentioned  as  deacon  as  early  as  1643  and  held  the  office  at  least  thirty 
years,  until  his  death  on  30  Nov.  1672. 

On  6  Sept,  1638  he  appears  as  one  of  the  three  deputies  for  Cambridge 
to  the  General  Court,  this  seems  to  have  been  the  only  regular  civil  town  or 
colony  office  ever  held  by  him,  but  from  the  first  settlement  of  Cambridge 
to  almost  the  very  close  of  his  life,  a  period  of  thirty-five  years,  he  was 
continually  elected  and  served  on  numerous  committees  appointed  to  manage 
special  town  affairs.,  such  as  on  16  Jan.  1670-1  he  and  Edward  Oakes  were 
assigned”  for  the  Cattichising  of  the  youth  at  the  farmes". 

Gregory  Stone  made  a  will  in  which  he  mentioned  daughter  Elizabeth 
Potter;  grandchild  Lydia  Fiske;  grand  child  "Jno  Stone  sonne  of  David  Stone”; 
wife  Lidia  Stone;  sons  Jno,  Daniel,  David  and  Samuel  Stone;  son  Joseph  Meriam 
husband  of  his  daughter  Sarah;  also  he  gave  ten  pounds  to  "Jn  Cooper"  and 
the  same  to  Lidea  Fiske.  His  inventory  included  house  and  lands,  clothing, 
household  furniture  and  farming  utensils. 

Dea.  Gregory  Stone  died  at  Cambridge  30  Nov.  1672  aged  80  years,  and 
was  buried  in  the  old  Cambridge  Cemetery.  A  simple  footstone  bearing  the 
initials  "G.  S.”  was  the  only  mark  of  his  resting  place  until  recent  years, 
when  a  descendant  erected  a  monument  suitably  inscribed. 

He  married  first,  at  Nay land,  co.  Suffolk,  England,  20  July  1617, 

Margaret  Garrad,  baptized  there  5  Dec.  1597,  daughter  of  Thomas  Garrad  who 
had  married  at  Nay land,  10  June  1591,  Christian  Frende,  who  was  buried 
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31  Jan.  1626-7.  Thomas  Garrad  was  baptized  there  14  Mar.  1561-2,  son  of 
John  Garrad  who  was  buried  29  Nov.  1601.  Mrs.  iiargaret  (Garrad)  Stone  had 
four  children,  and  was  buried  at  Nay land  4  Aug.  1626.  He  married  secondly, 
about  162?,  perhaps  at  Dedham,  co.  Essex,  England,  Mrs.  Lydia  (  )  Cooper; 

by  her  first  husband  she  had  two  children,  John  and  Lydia  Cooper;  by  her 
second  husband  she  had  three  children;  she  accompanied  her  second  husband  to 
New  England  in  1635,  survived  him,  and  died  at  Cambridge,  24  June  1674. 
Gregory  Stone  is  an  eligible  ancestor  for  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  on 
account  of  his  serving  as  a  deputy  to  the  General  Court.

John  (2)  Stone  (Gregory  (l))  baptized  at  Nay land,  Suffolk  county, 
England,  31  July  16 18,  accompanied  his  father  to  New  England  and  died  in 
Cambridge  5  May  1683  aged  65  years,  buried  in  the  Old  Cambridge  cemetery. 

He  married  about  1639  Anne  - 

The  family  of  Anne,  wife  of  John  Stone  has  not  been  clearljr  proved. 

She  and  her  next-door  neighbor  in  Sudbury,  Nathaniel  Treadway,  were  the 
principal  and  the  residuary  legatees  of  the  will  of  Edward  Howe  of  Watertown 
but  no  relationship  mentioned.  From  what  evidence  has  been  collected  it 
seems  probable  that  Anne  was  a  sister  of  Nathaniel  Treadway,  and  that  their 
mother  was  probably  a  sister  of  Edward  Howe,  thus  making  them  his  neice  and 
his  nephe\tf. 

John  Stone  resided  for  a  time  in  Sudbury,  later  in  Framingham  and  in 
1672  he  removed  to  Cambridge  where  he  had  inherited  the  homestead  of  his 
father.  lie  made  a  will  16  Apr.  1683  in  which  he  mentioned  wife  Anne,  sons 
Daniel,  David,  Nathaniel  and  daughters  Hannah  Bent,  Mary  Fox,  Elizabeth 
Stowe,  Margaret  Brown,  Tabitha  Rice,  and  Sarah  Hill,  made  wife  Anne, 
execureix,  and  Brethren  John  Cooper,  Sen.  and  Daniel  Stone,  Sen.  overseers; 
it  was  proved  12  June  1683 • 

John  Stone  is  an  eligible  ancestor  for  the  Society  of  Colonial  Dames 
on  account  of  being  a  Ruling  Elder,  and  for  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars  on 
account  of  serving  as  Deputy  to  the  General  Court.

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WILLARD 


The  name  of  Willard  is  a  very  ancient  one  in  the  counties  of  Sussex  and 
of  Kent,  England. 

Richard  Willard  of  Brenchley,  yeoman,  made  his  will  18  Sept.  1558;  it  was 
proved  24  Oct.  1558  and  named  sons  Robert,  Alexander,  George,  Richard,  Andrew, 
Symon,  Thomas,  and  William  and  daughters  Alice  and  Agnes. 

His  son,  Symon  Willard,  of  Gowthurst,  co.  Kent,  yeoman,  made  a  will  6 
Feb.,  1584,  proved  26  Feb.  1584,  and  named  wife  Elizabeth,  sons  Thomas  and 
Richard,  daughter  Thomasine  who  had  married  Mr.  Bolde,  etc.  and  mentioned 
property  in  Horsemonden.  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Symon  Willard,  was  buried  at 
Horsemonden  12  April  1587,  and  was  probably  the  Elizabeth  mentioned  in  his 
will.  The  towns  of  Gowthurst  (Goudhurst),  Brenchley  and  Horsemonden  adjoin, 
and  a  man  often  held  land  in  two  or  three  of  the  townships, 

Richard  Willard,  probably  the  one  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Symon  in  1584, 
called  yeoman  of  Horsemonden,  co.  Kent,  made  his  will  12  Feb.  1616,  proved 
8  Mar.  1616,  and  it  was  proved  before  Edward  Pope,  vicar  general.  He  be¬ 
queathed  to  the  poor  of  Horsemonden;  to  his  wife  Joan;  to  her  son  Francis 
Morebread;  to  his  son  George  Willard  6  silver  spoons  and  a  silver  and  gilt 
cup,  to  be  delivered  after  the  death  of  his  mother;  to  his  four  daughters, 
Mary,  Elizabeth,  Margery  and  Catherine,  his  household  stuff  excepting  that 
bequeathed  to  his  wife;  to  his  son  Richard  Wyllard  the  income  from  certain 
lands,  to  his  daughter  Elizabeth  a  sum  of  money;  to  his  kinsman,  Thomas  Bolde, 
some  woodland;  refers  to  his  late  brother  Thomas  Willard,  his  brother-in-law 
Thomas  Humferie  and  Robert  Goure,  and  to  his  son-in-law  John  Tyboull;  to  his 
daughters  Margery  and  Catherine  a  barn  close,  gardens  and  orchard  which  he 

bought  of  -  Hood;  to  his  Son  Symon  Willard  all  the  rest  of  his  messuages 

and  lands  when  he  shall  come  of  age;  directs  that  Symon  be  placed  with  some 
honest  man  where  he  may  learn  some  good  trade  and  be  instructed;  gave  to  son 
Richard  Willard  land  purchased  of  Evenden  and  Paynter;  in  case  of  the  death  of 
son  Simon  before  reaching  maturity  the  lands  bequeathed  to  him  were  to  go  to 
son  George.  John  Tyboull  was  appointed  executor  and  was  to  sell  certain  land 
of  the  estate  and  apply  the  proceeds  toward  the  payment  of  debts  and  ,!the 
virtuous  bringing  up  of  his  children”. 

Horsemonden  is  a  small  parish  in  the  We aid  of  Kent.  The  registers  of  the 
parish  of  Horsemonden  give  the  baptisms  of  part  of  the  children  of  Richard 
Willard.  Of  them,  Margery,  baptised  6  Nov.  1602,  married  Dolor  Davis  and  came 
to  New  England.  Simon,  baptised,  7  April  1605,  came  to  New  England.  George, 
baptised  4  Dec.  1614. 

Simon  Willard,  baptized  7  April  1605  is  said  to  have  had  a  first  wife 
named  Mary  Sharpe.  This  lends  interest  to  the  baptism  of  a  Mary,  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Jane  (Feylde)  Sharp,  14  Oct.  1614,  in  the  parish  where  Simon  was 
born. 


In  Horsemonden  there  is  no  record  of  the  life  of  Simon  Willard,  his 
father  had  provided  that  he  be  apprenticed  to  some  trade.  It  is  probably  that 
he  served  in  the  army  before  leaving  England  as  he  was  appointed  to  drill 
soldiers  here  very  soon  after  his  arrival,  and  called  nA  Kentish  Soldier”  by 
a  contemporary  historian,  Mr.  Samuel  Johnson.  He  apparently  married  in  Eng¬ 
land  and  they  had  at  least  one  child  before  coming  to  this  country,  and  by 
this  wife  he  had  several  other  children.  He  married  for  a  second  wife,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Dunster,  a  sister  of  Henry  Dunster,  President  of  Harvard  College,  she 
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died  within  a  year.  He  next  married  Mary  Dunster,  a  cousin  of  Elizabeth 
Dunster,  she  survived  him.  The  will  of  President  Dunster  gave  a  legacy  to 
”My  sister  Willard  and  her  children”.  Mary  Dunster  was  baptised  at  Bury, 
Lancashire,  England  15  Dec,  1630,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Mary  (Gerrett) 

Dunster. 

In  ”The  Planters  of  the  Commonwealth”  by  Charles  S.  Banks  (1930)  page 
109  it  says  ”The  ships  Clement,  Job,  Reformation,  True  Love,  Elizabeth  Bon- 
adventure,  See  Flower,  Planter  and  Neptune” ...  .’’bound  for  New  England  and  now 
lying  in  the  River  of  Thames” ... .were  held  by  order  of  the  Privy  Council  on 
February  22,  ’’until  further  order”  (1634).  On  Feb.  28  they  were  released 
under  bond  of  100  pounds  to  conform  to  certain  ’’articles”. 

It  is  probable  that  most  of  them  came  into  Boston  harbor  during  the  week 
of  May  12  to  17,  ”with  stores  of  passengers  and  cattle”.  Winthrop  says  they 
had  enjoyed  a  ’’short  passage”.  Of  this  ’’store”  of  passengers  less  than  a 
score  are  known.  Of  these  were  Simon  Willard,  Mrs.  Mary  Willard,  and  Mary 
Willard  of  Horsemonden,  Kent. 

On  4  August  1634  Simon  Willard  had  a  grant  of  land  in  Cambridge,  Mass, 
where  he  resided  for  a  year;  and  on  25  Aug.  1635  he  sold  that  property  and 
joined  others  in  founding  the  plantation  of  Concord.  They  bought  their  lands 
of  the  Indians  in  1636  and  maintained  good  relations  with  them  for  long  years. 

On  1  July  1657,  Simon  Willard,  Thomas  Henchman,  ensign  Thomas  Wheeler 
and  Thomas  Brenton  were  granted  exclusive  right  to  trado  with  the  Indians  on 
the  Merrimac  River  for  which  they  paid  25  pounds.  (History  Chelmsford  82). 

In  1659  Simon  Willard  sold  his  Concord  homestead  and  removed  to  Lancaster; 
after  some  twelve  years  he  again  moved  to  Groton  and  built  a  house  and  other 
buildings  and  enjoyed  greatly  the  fourth  home  he  had  made.  But  in  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  King  Philip’s  War  the  town  of  Groton  was  attacked  and  the  savages 
burned  Major  Willard’s  barn  in  March  1675-6,  so  that  he  had  uncertain  dwelling 
places  for  himself  and  his  family  from  that  time  forward.  The  following  month 
he  was  in  Charlestown,  probably  resting  from  his  tremendous  labors,  he  was 
now  over  70,  when  he  was  seized  with  an  -’epidemic  cold”,  and  died  24  April 
1676  having  just  passed  his  71st  birthday. 

No  will  was  offered  for  probate,  probably  none  was  made.  An  inventory 
of  the  large  estate  was  filed  a  year  later.  The  widow  married  again  14  July 
1680,  Dea.  Joseph  Noyes  of  Newbury,  and  died  28  Dec.  1715  aged  85  years. 

The  public  service  of  Major  Willard  as  recorded  in  the  1627  Register 
of  Massachusetts  Society  of  Colonial  Dames,  page  489,  is  ’’Deputy  to  the 
General  Court  for  Concord,  1636-1642,  1644,  1645,  1646,  1649-1653;  Assistant, 
1654-1675;  Lieutenant  1637  and  Captain  1646  of  First  Company  of  Concord;  Major 
of  Middlesex  County  Regiment  1654;  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Expedition  against 
Ninigret,  1654;  Commander  of  Middlesex  County  Troop  in  King  Philip’s  War, 
1675-6.” 

By  his  first  and  third  wives  Simon  Willard  had  seventeen  children.  The 
town  clerks  failed  to  record  the  deaths  of  the  first  and  second  wives,  and 
the  dates  of  marriage  of  the  second  and  third.

EDMUND  RICE  AND  HIS  FAMILY 


The  house  was  set  in  a  pleasant  valley  close  by  a  clear  spring.  From  the 

small-paned  window  the  flat  Sudbury  meadows  could  be  seen,  bright  green  in 

summer,  yellow  in  the  fall,  brown  and  white  when  winter  came.  From  other 
windows  small  patches  of  open  fields  and  stretches  of  untouched  woodland  met 
the  sky. 

The  house  was  long  and  gray,  two  storied  in  front,  the  back  roof  slanting 

down  in  a  long  line  to  meet  the  first  story  in  a  narrow  cave.  The  typical 

salt-box  roof.  This  was  the  house  that  stood  by  the  spring  on  the  Deacon 
Edmund  Rice  homestead. 


IN  ENGLAND 

The  ancestry  of  Edmund  Rice  is  shrouded  in  uncertainty.  The  claim  had 
been  made  that  he  was  the  great  grandson  of  Sir  John  Howard  but  no  record  of 
Edmund9 s  birth  has  been  found.  If  he  had  been  connected  in  any  way  with 
people  of  title  he  would  have  called  himself  s!Gentleman” .  In  Colonial  re¬ 
cords  he  is  spoken  of  only  as  ”Yeomans;.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  Edmund 
Rice  belonged  only  to  the  upper  middle  class.  He  had  a  good  education  and 
acquired  much  property;  he  possessed  initiative,  ability  and  character,  - 
What  more  could  be  required  ;f  an  ancestor? 

Deacon  Edmund  Rice  was  born  in  Buckingshire,  England  in  the  year  1594; 
probably  in  the  little  town  of  Sudbury,  which  is  only  eight  miles  north  of 
London,  for  he  gave  the  name  of  Sudbury  to  his  home  in  Massachusetts  in  1638. 
No  marriage  record  has  been  found.  We  conclude  that  he  married  Tamazine 
(Thomasine)  Frost  in  1617-18.  In  1627  they  were  living  in  the  village  of 
Berkhamstead,  28  miles  north  of  London  in  Hertfordshire.  The  births  of  the 
four  oldest  children  follow:  Marie,  baptized  8-23-1619  (no  further  record  of 
her);  Henry,  baptized  2-13-1620;  Edward,  baptized  1-26-1625  are  recorded  in 
Stamstead,  Suffolk,  England.  At  Berkhamstead  these  children  were  baptized; 
Lydia  3-9-1627-28;  Matthew  2-28-1629  or  1630;  Daniel  -  (deceased  in  infancy); 
Samuel  11-12-1634;  Joseph  3-13-1637-38,  born  in  Sudbury,  Mass.;  Benjamin  born 
at  sea,  5-31-1640.  By  second  wife,  Mercy  (Hurd)  Brigham,  Ruth  born  9-29-1659. 

Edmund  Rice  probably  came  to  America  in  the  summer  or  fall  of  1638-40. 

We  do  not  know  the  name  of  the  ship  they  sailed  on  or  the  place  where  they 
landed  but  we  can  imagine  their  joy  at  seeing  one  day  faint  outlines  of  land 
ahead  and  knowing  that  the  long  tedious  voyage  was  successfully  ending.  It 
was  a  relief  to  have  the  small  vessel  where  probably  for  more  than  two  months 
they  had  eaten,  slept,  disciplined  their  children,  held  their  Sunday  services 
and  tended  their  stock.  The  furniture  had  been  left  behind  and  all  that 
Thomasine  brought  were  the  necessary  things  -  a  carved  chest  or  two  filled 
with  blankets  and  linens,  Edmund  and  Thomasine  brought  their  full  share  for 
they  were  well-to-do;  possibly  partial  plans  had  been  made  before  their 
arrival.  Certainly  Edmund  Rice  was  not  unknown  and  he  immediately  took  a 
place  of  prominence  among  his  fellows.  He  took  the  freeman9 s  oath  in  1640. 

All  men  were  required  to  take  this  oath  before  they  could  vote  in  the  colonies 
and  no  man  might  take  it  unless  he  was  a  church  member. 

In  1641  Edmund  Rice  was  appointed  magistrate  to  hear  small  cases  and  as 
such  he  performed  marriages.  Marriage,  at  that  time,  was  a  civil  ceremony 
and  ministers  were  not  allowed  to  officiate  until  a  much  later  date.  Edmund 
Rice  served,  also,  as  a  Selectman  from  1639  and  for  years  thereafter.  In 
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1646  he  was  made  a  Deacon  in  the  church,  a  position  in  those  days  of  great 
respect  to  which  only  men  of  unimpeachable  character  were  appointed.  He  was 
a  Deputy  to  The  General  Court  and  was  entrusted  with  various  important  duties 
by  the  Court  which  he  discharged  with  a  fidelity  that  occasioned  repeated 
calls  for  his  services. 

To  Thomasine  fell  the  monotony  and  weariness  that  comes  with  uninter¬ 
rupted  routine  and  heavy  work.  Another  child,  Benjamin  was  born  in  1640. 
Changes  came  and  the  passing  years  traced  both  glad  and  sorrowful  lines  in 
her  face.  Her  older  children  married  and  settled  nearby.  Weariness  was 
descending  upon  Thomasine,  illness  seized  her  and  on  6-13-1654,  she  died. 

Deacon  Edmund  mourned  her  sincerely;  the  house  echoed  hollowly  without  her  and 
he  and  his  five  sons  needed  care  and  companionship.  He  married  the  widow 
Mercy  (Hurd)  Brigham  of  Cambridge,  Mass.  3-1-1655.  She  brought  with  her  five 
children,  the  youngest  only  three. 

In  1656  he  was  one  of  the  thirteen  petitioners  who  besought  the  General 
Court  for  a  new  plantation,  this  being  granted  -  it  was  recorded  under  the 
name  of  Marlboro  (Marlborough).  The  Deacon  and  his  family  moved  there  in 
1660.  Here  he  lived  and  died.  Deacon  Rice  was  ambitious  for  once  again  ground 
was  cleared,  crops  planted  and  new  homes  built  in  the  wilderness  by  Edmund 
Rice  and  his  intrepid  sons. 

He  remembered  with  satisfaction  his  many  broad  acres  and  his  holdings  in 
Sudbury  and  Marlboro  increased  again  and  again.  He  was  appointed  to  lay  out 
lands  many  times.  He  was  a  valuable  citizen  reliable,  cool-headed  and  of 
excellent  judgment,  but  the  strenuous  life,  the  many  public  duties  and  neces¬ 
sary  worry  of  breaking  new  lands  in  the  wilderness  had  taken  its  toll  of  the 
virile  strength  of  Deacon  Edmund  Rice  and  he  died  5-3-1663  leaving  Mercy  again 
a  widow  and  little  Ruth  not  old  enough  to  remember  her  sixty-nine  year  old 
father.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Brimstead  conducted  the  funeral  service.  Eight  statuart 
men  raised  the  bier  to  their  shoulders  and  the  slow  journey  to  Sudbury  began. 
Every  few  moments  the  procession  paused  while  those  bearing  the  patriarch 
were  replaced  by  others.  The  family  and  friends  rode  horses  for  the  only 
wheeled  vehicles  were  rough  ox-carts. 

So  Deacon  Edmund  Rice,  The  Pilgrim,  went  to  his  last  resting  place  in 
The  Sudbury  churchyard  where  all  his  family  were  buried. 

The  Descendants  of  Edmund  Rice  meet  annually,  the  last  Saturday  in  Sept¬ 
ember  at  the  famous  Wayside  Inn  in  Sudbury.  Caroline  Brooks  Adair  is  a  member 
of  the  Edmund  Rice  Association,  Inc.  by  right  of  descent  from  Edmund  Rice. 

Our  Rice  Line  of  Descent 

Edward  Rice,  2nd  son  of  Edmund  and  Thomasine,  born  1619  in  England 
married  1st,  Agnes  Bent  (Barry’s  History  of  Framingham),  and  she  died  without 
issue.  No  record  of  their  marriage  or  of  her  death  has  been  found.  He  re¬ 
sided  at  Sudbury,  removed  to  Marlboro,  1664,  was  deacon  of  the  church  there, 
and  died  Aug.  15,  1732.  By  a  paper  on  the  court  files  at  Cambridge,  his  age 
was  47,  Oct.  2,  1666  -  if  so,  he  was  born  about  1619,  and  not  far  from  93 
years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

His  widow  Anna  ?  died  at  Marlboro,  June  4,  1713  aged  83.  All  his  chil¬ 
dren,  except  the  eldest,  whose  birth  is  not  found,  were  by  his  wife  Anna  -  the 
two  youngest  are  recorded  at  Marlboro,  the  others  at  Sudbury.

Deacon  Edward  Rice  and  wife  Anna  of  Marlboro,  conveyed,  April  1,  1686, 
to  their  son  Edmund  Rice  of  Sudbury,  half  of  the  farm  (he  purchase  of  his 
father,  Edmund,  and  3ome  land  he  purchased  of  his  brother  Benjamin  -  John  Rice 
of  Sudbury,  brother  of  Edmund,  had  the  other  half,  and  his  choice  of  them) 
lying  within  the  bounds  of  Sudbury,  '‘‘near  the  spring" »  Deed  acknowledged 
April  16,  1706,  recorded  Aug.  16,  1734*

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THE  DEANE  FAMILY 


I  was  a  young  girl  when  I  first  heard  of  ray  great,  great  grand¬ 
father,  The  Rev.  Seth  Dean,  and  that  he  had  lived  at  one  time  in  or  near 
Putnam,  Conn.  As  time  went  on,  I  became  Organizing  Regent  of  Quemahoning 
Chapter,  Daughters  of  The  American  Revolution,  Johnstown,  Penna.  and  while 
attending  Continental  Congress  in  Washington,  I  approached  the  Connecticut 
delegation  and  met  a  Mrs.  M.  H.  Medbury,  Regent  of  The  Elizabeth  Porter 
Putnam  Chapter  in  Putnam,  She  told  me  that  The  Rev.  Seth  Dean’s  grave  was 
in  the  ’’Oldest  Killingly  Yard"  and  that  her  chapter  had  built  the  memorial 
gates.  The  Rev.  Seth  Dean’s  grave  is  just  inside  the  gates  and  near  the  tree. 
Mrs.  Medbury  told  me  that  Miss  Ellen  Larned  (now  deceased)  had  written  a 
biographical  sketch  of  Rev.  Seth  Dean  and  it  had  appeared  in  The  Putnam 
Patriot,  their  local  newspaper.  Later  she  sent  me  the  clipping,  ”A  Lost 
Leader”  which  one  of  her  friends  had  found  in  some  old  papers  out  in  her 
"woodshed”  as  they  say  in  New  England.  The  closing  paragraph  was  so  pathetic 
that  it  touched  us  deeply  and  we  planned  to  visit  the  grave  some  day. 

Years  passed  and  then  by  some  peculiar  combination  of  circumstances,  we 
found  ourselves  living  in  Hartford,  Conn.  I  married  Mr.  George  Mark  Metcalf. 
He  passed  away  in  1936  and  my  dear  brother,  Rev.  Edgar  Eugene  Brooks,  who  had 
planned  to  visit  the  gravo  in. Old  Killingly,  had  also  passed  away.  Finally, 
we  made  Ellen  Larned ’s  words  come  true  and  visited  the  grave  of  the  Rev.  Seth 
Dean.  I  then  wrote  ”A  Pilgrimage”  which  follows.  I  consider  ”A  Lost  Leader, 
Rev.  Seth  Dean”  almost  unknown  as  Putnam  is  a  small  place  and  few  people  have 
read  it.  I  have  done  some  research  in  The  New  England  Genealogical  Library 
in  Boston  and  did  not  find  it.  I  have  also  inquired  in  other  libraries  and 
it  seems  that  Ellen  Larned  spoke  to  the  Dean  Family  alone  and  her  ”A  Lost 
Leader,  Rev.  Seth  Dean”  follows: 

This  biographical  sketch  of  Rev.  Seth  Dean  is  not  given  in  full  because 
new  data  has  been  found  at  the  New  England  Genealogical  Library  in  Boston  — 
so  this  data  has  been  inserted  instead  of  Miss  Larned’ s.  We  are  indebted  to 
Miss  Larned  for  this  sketch  and  to  Mrs.  Louie  (Dean)  White  for  her  Manuscript 
Genealogy  of  The  Dean  Family  -  (S.  G,  Dea.  65)  Both  Miss  Larned  and  Mrs. 

White  are  deceased. 


EXTRACTS  FROM 

A  LOST  LEADER  —  REV.  SETH  DEAN 
(Miss)  Ellen  D.  Larned 

In  renovating  Killingly’ s  oldest  burying  ground,  lying  south  of  the  road 
leading  from  Putnam  City  to  the  Heights,  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revo¬ 
lution  find  an  ancient  but  well  carved  and  preserved  stone  bearing  this 
inscription: 

This  stone  is  erected  to  the  blessed  memory  of  the 

REV.  SETH  DEAN, 

Paster  of  the  Church  of  Christ 
in  Rindge,  N.  H. 

Who  died  April  25,  1782,  in  his 
65th  year. 
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So  sleeps  the  saints  and  cease  to  groan 

When  sin  and  death  have  done  their  worst, 
Christ  hath  a  glory  like  his  own, 

Which  waits  to  clothe  their  waking  dust. 


REV.  SETH  DEAN 

Rev.  Seth  Dean  was  the  first  settled  minister  in  Rindge,  N.  H. 

He  was  a  son  of  William  and  Sarah  Smith  Dean  of  Plainfield,  Conn.,  and 
a  grandson  of  James  Dean  of  Stonington  and  Groton,  Conn.  He  was  born  in 
Plainfield,  Conn.  August  7,  1715,  and  died  in  North  Killingly,  Conn. 

April  25,  1782.  He  married  Mercy  Fenner,  daughter  of  John  and  Amy 
Colwell  Fenner,  Oct.  6,  1743 ■  She  died  in  Ringe,  New  Hampshire  before  1762 
and  he  married  (2nd)  widow  Allen,  September  1762  in  Brooklyn,  Conn.  The 
children  of  Seth  and  Mercy  Fenner  Dean  were  Amy,  Seth  (killed  when  13  years 
old,  by  the  overturning  of  a  cart),  John  (born  1747),  Esther,  Annie, 

Eunice  and  Sarah. 

Rev.  Seth  Dean  was  graduated  at  Yale  College  in  1733  A.B.  and  A.M. 

1742,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Windham  County  Association  of  Congre¬ 
gational  ministers,  August  26,  1735*  He  went  to  Ringe  early  in  1765,  and 
was  ordained  there  November  6  of  that  year;  he  remained  there  15  years, 
until  1780.  He  then  removed  to  Connecticut  and  supplied  the  pulpit  in 
North  Killingly  where  he  died. 

Born  in  Plainfield,  married  in  Brooklyn,  dying  and  buried  in  Killingly, - 
surely  some  trace  of  his  blessed  memory  should  be  found  in  Windham  County. 

A  graduate  of  Yale  College,  a  licentists  of  Windham  County  Ministerial 
Association,  honored  in  New  Hampshire  clerical  annals-surely  his  name  should 
be  included  among  ministers,  raised  up  in  Connecticut.  But  among  the  four¬ 
teen  worthies  accredited  in  the  official  report  to  the  Congregational  church 
of  Plainfield,  Seth  Dean  is  not  noted. 

Yale’s  Biographical  Sketch  of  its  graduate  corresponds  mainly  with  that 
from  Boston.  It  makes  a  gap  of  twenty  years  or  more  between  graduation  and 
settlement  in  Rindge,  apparently  spent  in  Rhode  Island,  where  he  married 
Mercy,  Daughter  of  James  and  Amy  Fenner.  He  probably  slipped  down  to 
Providence  on  that  convenient  thoroughfare,  and  there  found  a  bride  and  field 
of  labor. 

Which  of  the  four  sons  of  that  thrifty  Killingly  settler,  John  Allen  of 
Marlboro,  had  been  the  husband  of  this  parlor  widow,  Lydia  Allen  was  not 
easily  determined.  Thomas  and  Jabez  had  farms  given  them  in  Killingly. 

Family  notes  indicate  Isaac,  the  recipient  of  that  beautiful  farm  in 
Brooklyn,  including  Allen  Hill,  as  the  husband  of  Lydia  Leonard,  liarrying 
when  past  50  years  of  age,  he  died  June  19,  1761  at  the  age  of  81;  leaving 
a  disconsolate  widow  and  nine  children.  She  might  have  had  scruples  to 
accept  new  responsibilities,  but  there  may  have  been  unpleasantness  in  the 
settlement  of  the  estate.  Isaac  left  a  will  but  ordaining  division  of  his 
land  among  his  children.  This  may  have  expedited  her  marriage  to  Rev.  Seth 
Dean  in  the  second  year  of  her  widowhood.  There  is  no  evidence  of  her 
residence  at  Allen  Hill,  which  in  time  by  purchase  from  other  heirs,  passed 
into  the  hands  of  her  eldest  son,  John  Allen.  In  February  1764,  her  son 
Isaac  married  her  step-daughter,  Amy  Dean. 
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This  was  the  date  when  many  of  our  Windham  county  sons  were  building  up 
new  Plainfields,  Pomfrets,  Woodstocks  in  the  new  countries  northward,  and  so 
Rev.  Seth  and  firs.  Dean  followed  the  tide,  finding  home  and  pastorate  in  Ringe, 
fi.  H.  where  we  trust  their  memory  is  cherished.  After  the  death  of  Mrs.  Lydia 
Dean  in  1776,  her  husband  returned  to  his  native  country  -  a  lonely  old  man, 
it  would  seem.  His  children  of  whom  we  hear  nothing,  had  probably  settled  for 
life  in  the  new  country.  We  do  not  hear  of  him  in  Plainfield  or  Brooklyn.  He 
cay  have  found  a  home  with  his  daughter,  Amy. 

We  find  brief  reports  of  baptismal  service  in  the  church  at  Killingly  Hill, 
and  the  memorial  stone  in  the  burying  grozind  gives  the  closing  record.  Whether 
placed  by  relatives  or  parishioners,  we  have  no  knowledge,  but  there  it  stands, 
neglected  and  forgotten,  none  living  to  recall  his  blessed  memory  and  faithful 
service.  Perhaps  some  descendant  of  the  parent  Dean  family  of  Stonington  and 
Groton  may  have  knowledge  of  this  particular  branch.  Possibly  some  detached, 
wandering  Dean  may  discover  here  the  long  sought  ancestor  and  be  enabled  to 
pay  filial  tribute  to  the  lonely  grave  in  that  old  historic  Killingly  burying 
ground.

A  PILGRIMAGE 

In  September  1930  Edith  Brooks  Allison,  Caroline  Brooks  Metcalf,  Arthur 
James  Brooks  Allison  and  Samuel  Dean  Allison,  all  lineal  descendants  of  Rev. 
Seth  Dean  visited  Old  Killingly  burying  ground.  They  were  accompanied  by 
Samuel  G.  Allison,  husband  of  Edith  Brooks  Allison  and  Ada  Macomber  Brooks, 
widow  of  Rev.  Edgar  Eugene  Brooks.  It  was  a  beautiful  autumn  day  and  we 
stopped  by  the  roadside  for  a  picnic  lunch  -  and  the  reading  of  Ellen  Larned’s 
•■A  Lost  Leader  -  Rev.  Seth  Deane1-. 

Although  we  had  lived  in  Hartford  for  ten  years,  this  was  the  first  oppor¬ 
tunity  we  had  had  to  make  the  trip  together.  We  found  the  memorial  gates  of 
the  burying  ground  in  good  condition  but  had  some  difficulty  in  finding  the 
grave  although  we  knew  it  was  not  far  from  the  gates.  I  for  nephew,  Samuel  Deane 
Allison  (called  ;,Deanet:)  great,  great,  great  grandson  of  Rev.  Seth  Deane  and 
named  for  him,  was  the  first  to  see  the  stone.  It  z/as  in  good  condition,  con¬ 
sidering  its  great  age  and  the  inscription  could  be  easily  read.  Although 
Ellen  Larned  describes  the  grave  as  neglected  and  forgotten,  it  did  not  seem 
so  to  us  for  the  wild  flowers,  the  warm  autumn  sun,  the  peace  and  quiet,  made 
it  a  sanctuary.  It  is  not  forgotten  for  on  that  day  and  many  times  since  we 
have  paid  filial  tribute  to  the  blessed  memory  and  faithful  service  of  our 
great  great  grandfather,  Rev.  Seth  Dean.

James  Deane  moved  to  Stonington  about  1677.  He  had  a  grant  of  land  from 
Stonington  July  26,  1676  of  24  acres  of  uplands  provided  he  doeth  the  towns 
iron  work-*  -  another  grant  Sept.  6,  1677.  Church  records  show  that  good  wife 
Deane  was  admitted  into  the  church  March  16,  1683.  James,  John,  Frances,  Sarah 
and  Mary  were  baptized  April  6,  1684  (Children  of  James  Deane).  Hannah  was 
baptized  April  4,  1686. 

Page  59  James  and 
Sarah  Deane  continued  to  reside  in  Stonington  until  1698  when  he,  with  several 
others  of  the  planters  of  Stonington,  joined  the  new  settlement  at  Plainfield, 
Conn.;  he,  being  chosen  town  clerk  in  1699*  Walter  Deane,  father  of  James,  is 
supposed  to  have  died  in  1697  and  some  settlement  of  his  estate  took  place  in 
Taunton.

His  widow  married  2nd  -  Joseph  Thornton,  Child  of 
John  and  Amy  Colwell  Fenner,  Mary  or  Mercy  -  born  April  20,  1725.  She  married 
Rev.  Seth  Deane,  Oct.  6,  1743  and  died  in  Ringe,  New  Hampshire  before  1762.

A  CONNECTICUT  LEADER  AND  PATRIOT

contained  in  this  biographical  sketch.) 


The  year  was  1762.  The  place  was  Wethersfield,  oldest  and  loveliest  of 
Connecticut  villages.  Mighty  elms  lined  its  broad  streets  then  as  nowi  l£>ng 
green  meadows  sloped  to  the  banks  of  the  Connecticut  River  and  it  must  have 
been  fair  to  look  upon  that  summer  day  when  Silas  Deane,  a  young  lawyer  from 
Yale  University,  hung  up  his  sign  and  began  the  practice  of  law.  Settled  in 
1635,  Weathersfield  had  grown  rich  and  prosperous  with  cultivating  the  soil 
and  developing  a  brisk  shipping  trade  up  and  down  the  Connecticut  River. 

Silas  Deane,  a  son  of  Silas  Deane,  a  blacksmith  of  Groton,  Connecticut, 
was  born  December  24,  1737.  He  entered  Yale  University  at  the  age  of  eighteen 
and  was  awarded  the  Berkeley  Scholarship.  While  at  the  University  he  was  once 
reprimanded  by  the  Reverend  Faculty  for  organizing  and  taking  part  in  the 
pernicious  practice  of  play  acting,  drinking  wine,  and  staying  out  until  9  p.m. 

As  a  Freshman,  he  outwitted  a  group  of  Sophomores  who  gave  him  one  dollar  and 
compelled  him  to  go  out  on  a  stormy  night  to  buy  pipes  and  tobacco.  He  returned 
with  99  clay  pipes  and  one  cents  worth  of  tobacco.  He  graduated  from  Yale  in 
the  class  of  1758,  taught  school  after  the  custom  of  his  time,  studied  law,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1761.  Almost  immediately  after  reaching  Wethersfield, 
he  was  called  upon  to  settle  the  estate  of  a  Mr.  Joseph  Webb,  and  seeing  no 
necessity  of  starting  at  the  foot  of  the  ladder,  he  married,  Kehitabel,  widow 
of  Mr.  Webb  a  year  later.  She  was  five  years  his  senior  and  blessed  with 
six  children  and  a  thriving  store.  Squire  Deane  threw  himself  into  commercial 
life  with  all  his  energy,  and  before  long  he  was  widely  known  as  a  man  of 
enterprise,  vigor,  and  good  judgment.  During  these  prosperous  years  he  brought 
his  family  from  Groton,  established  them  in  Wethersfield  and  added  the  letter 
e  to  the  family  name  of  DEAN.  In  1764,  he  built  a  substantial  house,  just 
north  of  his  store.  It  still  stands  in  Wethersfield,  as  does  Webb  House.  Both 
are  fine  examples  of  early  American  architecture.  His  only  child,  a  son,  Jesse, 
was  born  soon  after.  On  October  13,  1767  his  wife  died,  and  later  he  married, 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Governor  Gurdon  Saltonstall  of  Norwich. 

The  river  was  a  busy  place,  and  the  life  of  the  young  merchant  was  full 
of  activity,  at  his  store  or  at  the  wharves,  fitting  out  vessels,  corresponding 
with  business  men  far  and  near,  caring  for  his  large  household,  attending  to 
the  duties  of  the  church  and  the  merry  social  life, in  that  short  breathing 
spell  between  ‘'The  Old  French  War"  and  the  terrible  Revolution,  whose  thunder 
clouds  were  beginning  to  fill  thoughtful  minds  with  dread.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Connecticut  from  October  1772  to  1774.  Then  came  the 
First  Continental  Congress  in  Philadelphia.  Some  historians  give  Silas  Deane 
the  credit  for  being  instrumental  in  calling  this  Congress  and  it  was  a  great 
day  for  Wethersfield  when  their  able  young  statesman,  in  the  full  vigor  of  his 
prime,  set  out  for  Congress  on  Monday,  August  22,  1774.  He  \^as  thirty-seven 
years  old;  and  had  a  wide  acquaintance  with  the  leading  men  in  his  own  colony, 
and  in  the  neighboring  colonies.  His  stop  son,  Samuel  B.  Webb,  who  was  just 
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'.wenty-one  attended  him.  They  traveled  in  the  family  carriage  and  while  in 
Sew  York  en  route  to  Philadelphia,  Deane  inquired  the  cost  of  painting  and 
regilding  the  vehicle  and  when  he  learned  it  would  cost  five  pounds,  he  denied 
himself  the  luxury,  fearing  his  money  would  not  hold  out  until  he  reached  home. 

There  were  able  men  in  the  Congress:  Thomas  Jefferson,  George  Washington, 
John  Adams  and  others  but  Silas  Deane  equalled  them  in  all  respects.  The 
Colonies  were  already  at  war  with  England  and  in  September  1775,  John  Adams 
proposed  to  Congress  that  application  be  made  to  Europe  for  nd-litary  supplies. 
The  country  to  which  Congress  naturally  looked  for  help  was  France  and  the  man 
chosen  for  the  task  was  Silas  Deane.  It  was  no  light  thing  fpr  him  to  leave 
his  wife,  whose  health  was  frail  and  whom  he  was  destined  never  to  see  again, 
and  to  part  with  his  son  Jesse,  who  had  never  been  well,  to  undertake  a  mission 
upon  which  the  eyes  of  the  whole  world  were  fixed,  that  he  felt  his  responsi¬ 
bility  appears  from  his  parting  letter  to  his  wife,  to  whom  he  wrote:  s:I  have, 
in  one  of  the  most  solemn  acts  of  my  life,  committed  my  son  and  what  I  have  to 
your  care,  and  the  care  of  my  Brother,  confident  that  you  will  be  to  him  a 
real  mother,  which  you  have  ever  been  and  guard  his  youth  from  anything  danger¬ 
ous  and  dishonorable.  I  can  but  feel  for  the  pain  I  must  have  given  you  by 
this  adventure.  You  have  in  every  situation  discharged  your  duty  as  one  of  the 
best  partners  and  wives,  while  on  my  part,  by  a  peculiar  fatality  attending  me 
from  my  first  entry  into  public  life.  I  have  ever  been  involved  in  one  scheme 
after  another  so  as  to  keep  my  mind  in  constant  agitation  and  my  attention 
fixed  on  other  objects  than  my  own  immediate  interests.  The  present  object  is 
great:  I  am  about  to  enter  on  the  great  state  of  Europe  and  the  consideration 
of  getting  myself  well  established  weighs  me  down  without  the  addition  of  more 
tender  scenes  but  I  am 

'■‘Safe  in  the  hand  of  the  protecting  Power 

Who  ruled  my  natal  and  must  fix  my  mortal  hours1'. 

"It  matters  but  little  my  dear,  what  part  we  act  or  where  if  we  only  act  it 
well.  I  wish  as  much  as  any  man  for  domestic  peace  and  society  but  I  am  forbid 
experience  in  them.  Indeed,  it  must  be  criminal  in  my  own  eyes  did  I  balance 
them  one  moment  in  opposition  to  the  public  good  and  the  call  of  my  country. 

I  hope  to  sail  on  Tuesday.  May  God  Almighty  protect  you  through  the  vicissi¬ 
tudes  of  time.1. 

He  set  out  on  his  journey  early  in  March  1776.  Arriving  in  Paris  in  July, 
the  Wethersfield  merchant  was  set  adrift  in  the  gay  capitol  of  Louis  the  16th 
with  the  task  of  learning  a  new  language,  the  customs  and  ways  of  a  community 
decidely  different  from  that  with  which  he  had  been  accustomed  and  also  of 
securing  goods  indispensable  to  the  cause  of  the  patriots.  Joined  later  in 
France  by  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Arthur  Lee  it  is  conceded  by  historians  that 
Silas  Deane9 s  work  for  American  Independence  was  more  fundamental  than 
Franklin* s  and  that  Deane  laid  the  foundation  of  confidence  on  which  the  French 
could  build  an  alliance  with  the  Colonies.  Arthur  Lee  proved  to  be  a  dangerous 
enemy  and  set  out  to  undermine  Deane  by  writing  secret  letters  to  Congress  and 
by  putting  his  own  interpretation  on  certain  acts  of  which  he  had  insufficient 
knowledge.  The  treaty  of  Friendship  be Ween  France  and  America  was  signed 
February  6,  1778. 

Simeon  Deane,  brother  of  Silas,  was  in  France  at  that  time  and  was  com¬ 
missioned  to  bring  the  treaty  to  Philadelphia  for  ratification  by  Congress.  A 
rapid  voyage  on  a  French  Vessel  of  war  brought  hin  to  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia. 

Then  began  one  of  the  most  momentous  rides  in  American  History.  Through  deep 
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forest  and  over  unformed  roads,  Simeon  Deane  rode  on  horseback  to  Boston  where 
General  Hand  was  in  command.  General  McDougal  was  sent  as  escort  and  together 
they  rode  through  Massachusetts  spreading  the  good  news  through  the  country¬ 
side.  Crossing  the  Hudson  River  at  West  Point,  they  arrived  in  Bethlehem, 
Pennsylvania  and  learned  that  Congress  was  sitting  in  York.  General  McDougal 
proceeded  to  Valley  Forge  to  inform  General  Washington,  and  Simeon  Deane  came 
riding  into  York  at  full  speed  on  Saturday,  May  2,  1778.  Congress  had  ad¬ 
journed  but  the  old  bell,  now  in  the  vestibule  of  St,  John’s  Church  rang  Joy¬ 
ously.  Members  of  Congress  rushed  to  the  State  House  and  heard  the  glad  news 
of  France ®s  pledge  of  friendship  and  the  streets  of  York  were  filled  with  cries 
of  DONG  LIVE  AMERICA  !  DONG  LIVE  FRANCE! 

Meanwhile  in  Paris,  Arthur  Lee,  continued  to  make  false  and  malicious 
charges  against  Silas  Deane.  So  strong  and  malicious  was  Lee’s  slander  of 
Benjamin  Franklin  that  but  for  the  influence  of  French  Statesman,  he  too, 
would  have  been  unseated.  On  March  A,  1778,  Deane  received  a  letter  from 
Congress  requesting  him  to  return  to  America  to  report  on  affairs  in  Europe. 

In  addition  to  the  financial  and  political  demands  made  upon  him. a  great  bereave¬ 
ment  had  come  into  his  home.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  who  had  been  an  invalid  for 
some  time,  died  at  Wethersfield,  June  27,  1777.  There  would  be  no  happy 
reunion  in  his  home  coming.  Every  breeze  that  wafted  his  vessel  homeward  bore 
him  nearer  a  nest  of  serpents,  which  the  cunning  and  unprincipaled  Lee  was 
industriously  hatching.  The  great  French  Statesman  and  dramatist  Beaumarchais, 
loyal  friend  and  defender  of  Silas  Deane  wrote  that  he  persuaded  Deane  to 
brave  the  storm,  confident  that  his  honest  and  patriotic  character  would  be 
established  and  his  enemies  put  to  shame.  Arriving  in  this  country,  he  found 
Congress  hostile  and  unwillihg- to  give  him  a  hearing.  During  the  fourteen 
months  of  waiting  in  Philadelphia  on  men  whose  indifference  and  neglect  were 
cruel  and  heart  breaking,  he  was  summoned  but  twice  to  meet  the  Congress. 

Treated  like  a  criminal  without  a  criminal’s  opportunity  to  hear  the  charges 
and  answer  the  complaint.  Goaded  and  stung  beyond  endurance,  the  pent-up 
anger  of  years  burst  forth  into  utterances  which  were  unwise.  Money  long  due 
him  was  withheld  and  it  was  no  wonder  that  deep  seated  discouragement  was 
planted  in  his  mind.  Finally  he  wrote  Congress  of  his  purpose  to  return  to 
France  to  vindicate  that  which  was  dearer  than  life  or  fortune,  his  honor  and 
character.  Leaving  his  native  land  June  14,  1780,  he  arrived  in  Paris  in  July 
and  was  received  by  Benjamin  Franklin  to  his  lodgings. 

Then  began  nine  years  in  the  life  of  a  man  whose  integrity  was  questioned, 
whose  pocket  was  empty,  as  he  brooded  month  after  month,  year  after  year,  far 
from  his  native  land  of  whose  fortunes  he  had  heard  such  conflicting  reports 
and  for  whose  future  it  was  easy  to  fear  the  worst.  He  had  always  expressed 
himself  in  correspondence  with  rare  skill,  so  he  wrote  letters  to  friends  in 
America,  unburdening  his  heart  which  had  grown  weary  with  the  weight  of  injus¬ 
tice,  disgrace  and  poverty.  It  was  the  cry  of  a  despairing  man  not  a  traitor. 

He  spent  nearly  two  years  in  Holland  where  his  son  Jesse  joined  him.  In  1783 
he  went  to  England  and  his  son  returned  to  America.  Then  the  poverty  of  Silas 
Deane  became  so  extreme  that  he  wrote  his  brother,  Barnabas  entreating  him  to 
send  a  few  dollars  to  put  bread  in  his  mouth.  By  the  generosity  of  a  friend  in 
Boston,  it  was  arranged  that  Deane  should  bid  Good-bye  to  the  scenes  of  isola¬ 
tion  and  misery  and  sail  for  home  in  the  Boston  packet  with  Captain  Davis.  On 
Tuesday,  September  22,  1789,  he  drove  as  far  as  Gravesend  with  the  captain,  and 
the  two  spent  the  night  there;  in  the  morning  they  drove  to  Deal,  embarked  and 
the  voyage  began.  He  was  happier  than  in  many  years  in  the  thought  that  his 
family  and  a  few  friends  were  waiting  to  welcome  him  home.  Shortly  after  sail¬ 
ing  he  complained  of  feeling  ill,  taken  to  the  cabin  he  became  speechless  and 
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remained  so  until  his  death  in  the  afternoon.  The  vessel  returned  at  once  to 
Ceal  and  internment  was  made  in  St.  George’s  cemetery.  The  Boston  packet  went 
cn  leaving  Silas  Deane  with  his  last  hope  slipping  through  his  trembling 
fingers  as  his  eyes  wearied  with  gazing  toward  America  and  Congress,  closed  in 
death.  His  son,  Jesse  died  in  1830,  leaving  a  daughter,  Fhilura,  who  married 
Horatio  Alden.  Five  years  after  the  death  of  Jesse  Deane,  Mr.  &  Ik's.  Alden 
presented  a  memorial  to  Congress  which  reviewed  the  case  from  the  time  of 
Silas  Deane’s  appointment  to  his  death.  In  1842,  Congress  appropriated  $37,000 
to  his  heirs  and  exonerated  him  from  all  charges  of  embezzlement  and  treason. 

The  reading  of  this  biographical  sketch  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  my 
great,  great  grandfather,  The  Reverend  Seth  Deane  of  Plainfield,  Connecticut, 
Rindge,  New  Hampshire  and  Old  Killingly,  Connecticut,  one  of  the  first  gradu¬ 
ates  of  Yale  University  and  a  cousin  of  Silas  Deane

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THE  LEONARD  FAMILY  HISTORY 


The  name  of  Leonard  is  an  ancient  one  and  has  been  known  for  several 
:er.turies  both  as  a  Christian  and  surname#  It  is  a  favorite  among  the  descend- 
ir.ts  of  Samuel  and  Dorothy  Stevens  Leonard  Brooks,  our  beloved  and  revered 
grandparents.  We  are  descended  from  Solomon  Leonard  who  came  to  Plymouth, 

: aasachusetts  in  1629.  He  was  bom  in  Monmouthshire,  England  or  vicinity  about 
1610  and  emigrated  first  to  Leyden,  Holland,  probably  with  his  father,  whose 
name  it  is  believed  was  Samuel.  If  so,  they  came  to  America  together  and  the 
father  must  have  died  soon  after#  We  do  not  know  the  place  of  embarkation  or 
the  ship  in  which  they  sailed.  Solomon  was  engaged  in  the  service  of  the 
Colony  Company  in  Plymouth,  Mass#  for  a  time  but  became  one  of  the  early  set¬ 
tlers  in  Duxbury,  Associated  with  the  famous  Miles  Standish,  John  Alden, 

Constant  Southworth,  William  Bradford  and  others  -  54  in  all  -  Solomon  Leonard 
became  one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  Bridgewater,  Mass,  and  one  of  the 

earliest  settlers  there#  The  house  lots  were  compact  with  a  view  to  mutual 

protection  and  defense  against  the  Indians.  Solomon  Leonard’s  house  lot  seems 
to  have  been  near  the  center  and  extended  on  each  side  of  the  Nuneckty  River. 

On  this  he  erected  a  humble  habitation  that  was  probably  the  dwelling  place  of 
himself  and  family  to  the  close  of  his  life.  After  a  faithful  search  of  many 
years,  we  must  say  that  no  record  can  be  given  of  the  family  name  of  his  wife, 

the  date  of  their  marriage  or  the  births  of  their  children.  We  only  know  that 

her  name  was  Mary  and  they  were  undoubtedly  married  before  1640.  The  children 
of  Solomon  and  Mary  were: 

Samuel  -  born  about  1643  -  married  1st  Abigail  Wood  2nd  -  Deborah  ? 

John  -  born  about  1645  married  Sarah  Chandler 

Jacob  -  born  about  1647  married  1st  Fhoebe  Chandler,  sister  of  Sarah, 
married  2nd  Susanna  King 

Isaac  -  born  about  1650  -  married  Deliverance 

Solomon  -  born  after  1650  -  married  Mary  ? 

Mary  -  born  after  1650,  married  Dec.  24,  1673  John  Pollard 

Second  Generation  We  are  descended  from  John  Leonard,  born  in  Duxbury, 
married  Sarah  Chandler,  supposed  to  be  one  of  the  three  daughters  of  Roger 
Chandler.  John  Leonard  seems  to  have  had  less  of  the  migratory  spirit  than  his 
brothers  for  all  of  his  life,  excepting  a  few  years  of  childhood  was  spent  in 
Bridgewater,  Mass.  He  acquired  more  general  knowledge  than  any  other  member 
of  his  family  and  held  positions  of  more  prominence  in  the  town.  He  was  evi¬ 
dently  intelligent  and  much  respected,  often  employed  in  fixing  boundaries  of 
land  divisions.  He  died  in  1699  leaving  to  his  widow,  five  sons  and  one 
daughter  all  of  age  but  the  latter,  a  large  tract  of  valuable  land  extending 
into  what  is  now  the  beautiful  village  of  Bridgewater.  John  Leonard  had  many 
distinguished  descendants  whose  names  and  full  history  may  be  found  in  ‘‘Legends, 
Loves  and  Loyalties  of  Old  New  England1  ■  -  Page  5  by  Caroline  Leonard  Goodenough. 
The  children  of  John  and  Sarah  Leonard  were:  John,  Enoch,  Elizabeth,  Moses, 
Josiah,  Joseph,  Sarah. 

Third  Generation  We  are  descended  from  Moses  Leonard,  son  of  John  and 
Sarah  Leonard,  born  7  and  died  ?  married  1st  Mercy  Newton,  daughter  of 
Moses  and  Joanna  (Larkin)  Newton,  of  Marlborough,  Mass.,  born  Feb.  16,  1685 
died  1715;  married  2nd  Aug.  8,  1716,  Mrs.  Hannah  (Woods)  Witherbee  of 
Marlborough,  widow  of  Thomas  Witherbee  and  daughter  of  Deacon  John  and  Lydia 
Woods  of  Marlborough  born  Aug.  4,  1677  Died  Sept.  7,  1751  (See  Woods  family  in 
this  history),  Moses  Leonard  married  3rd,  Widow  Sarah  Hall  of  Dudley  in  1757. 

Ho  was  an  industrious  and  thrifty  farmer  and  planted,  at  an  early  period,  one 
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3 !  the  orchards  for  which  the  town  became  famous.  He  bought  land  in  Worcester, 
Vjus.  in  1717  and  moved  there,  where  he  became  one  of  the  prominent  men  of  the 
place.  He  was  Ensign  in  The  Militia  and  a  Selectman  as  early  as  1725.  He 
t*:arr.e  a  man  of  wealth  and  position  for  in  deeds  of  lands  he  was  described  as 
hcacs  Leonard,  Gentleman  of  Rutland  where  his  last  years  were  spent.  The 
met  date  of  his  death  is  not  known  but  he  must  have  lived  to  be  95  years  old 
"  older.  The  children  of  Moses  and  Mercy  were  Moses,  Jr.,  Ezra,  Mercy.  The 
children  of  Moses  and  Hannah  were  Jonas  and  Andrew. 

Fourth  Generation  We  are  descended  from  Andrew  Leonard,  son  of  Moses  and 
Hannah,  born  in  Worcester,  Mass.  Nov.  20,  1719  married  1st  March  17,  1744-45 
to  Dorothy  Stevens,  born  March  20,  1720  in  Rutland,  died  1757,  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Prudence  (Rice)  Stevens  (See  Stevens  and  Rice  families  in  this 
history).  Andrew  married  2nd,  June  13,  1758,  Hannah  Fierce  of  Rutland.  We 
have  the  record  of  16  children  all  born  within  the  limits  of  Rutland,  a  major¬ 
ity  of  them  in  ’’Rutland  West  Wing'  .  His  father,  Moses  Leonard  Senior,  deeded 
him  lands  several  times.  The  exact  date  of  Andrew9 s  death  is  not  known;  prob¬ 
ably  about  1805.  Capt.  Tomlinson,  a  son  of  Rev.  Daniel  Tomlinson,  first  pastor 
of  The  Congregational  Churh,  Rutland  stated  in  1883  (he  was  then  past  90  years 
of  age)  that  he  remembers  well  ;:old  Mr.  Andrew  Leonard  and  wife1-;  that  they 
then  lived  in  the  east  part  of  the  town  in  a  house  built  by  the  side  of  a 
ledge  of  rocks.  We  shall  not  give  names  of  the  16  children.  Their  full 
history  is  recorded  in  i:Solomon  Leonard  and  His  Descendants’1 , Page  78.  Andrew’s 
2nd  wife,  Hannah  died  Aug.  '?,  1813  aged  75  years. 

We  are  much  honored  by  our  great,  great  grandmother,  Dorothy  Stevens 
Leonard  for  through  her  we  trace  .our  ancestry  back  to  four  distinguished  Mew 
England  families:  Stevens,  Willard,  Rice  and  Stone. 

About  25  years  ago  I  read  of  Dorothy  Stevens  for  the  first  time  and  her 
name  fascinated  me  for  my  grandmother,  Dorothy  (Dolly)  Stevens  Leonard  had 
been  named  for  her.  On  June  29,  1945  while  working  in  "The  New  England  Historic 
Genealogical  Library'",  Boston,  Massachusetts  with  Firs.  Susan  C.  Tufts,  a 
Genealogist  who  had  helped  with  our  Deane  and  Fenner  lines,  I  asked  what  she 
knew  about  Dorothy  Steveri3  of  Rutland.  She  left  the  room,  returning  shortly 
with  an  armful  of  books  and  as  she  told  me  briefly  who  Dorothy  Stevens  was  and 
her  lines  of  descent,  my  love  of  research  grew  until  now  no  name  is  unimportant 
and  I  love  them  one  and  all. 

Fifth  Generation  We  are  descended  from  Amos  Leonard,  son  of  Andrew  and 
Dorothy  Stevens  Leonard,  born  in  Rutland,  Mass.,  Mar.  15,  1748;  married  in 
Granby,  Mass.,  Oct.  17,  1788  Mrs.  Harcy  (Sweatland)  Green,  born  Oct.  8,  1753 
in  Hartford,  Conn.,  daughter  of  John  and  Abi  (Deming)  Sweatland.  She  with 
others  escaped  to  Tioga  Point,  N.  Y. ,  from  the  massacre  of  Wyoming  in  July 
1778.  She  was  the  widow  of  Jared  Green  of  Wilbraham,  Mass.,  a  captain  in  the 
Revolutionary  Army,  who  died  without  children  two  years  after  their  marriage. 

At  the  time  of  her  marriage  to  Amo3  Leonard  she  is  recorded  as  ,;of  Granby". 

He  was  in  the  patriot  army  during  the  war  of  the  Revolution  serving  nearly 
seven  years  under  three  separate  enlistments  as  the  state  records  show;  he 
gives  his  occupation  as  that  of  a  farmer.  From  the  U.  S.  Pension  Office  records 
we  learn  that  •  at  the  commencement  of  the  Revolutionary  War  he  was  residing  in 
Brookfield,  Worcester  Co.,  Mass.,  where  he  enlisted  serving  8  months  at  Roxbury 
and  vicinity  during  the  siege  of  Boston  and  was  discharged  in  Dec.  1775;  he 
wa3  in  Col.  Whitcomb’s  Reg’t,  In  Fob.  1777,  he  enlisted  for  three  years  under 
Capt.  Spurr  in  the  Mass.  Regiment,  commanded  by  Col.  Thos.  Nixon  and  was 
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discharged  in  March  1780.  Afteh  this  service  he  remained  at  home  about  a  year, 
then  enlisted  under  Capt.  Bannister  in  the  regiment  commanded  by  Col.  Shepherd 
to  serve  to  the  end  of  the  war."  No  battles  or  other  incidents  connected  with 
his  services  are  mentioned. 

His  daughter  says  he  "was  a  farmer,  held  no  public  office,  his  politics 
I  cannot  tell,  attended  the  Presbyterian  Church,  was  not  a  very  tall  man."  A 
granddaughter  writes,  "he  died  when  I  was  ten  or  eleven  years  old  but  I  have 
some  recollection  of  him;  he  used  to  stand  up  and  ask  the  blessing  at  the 
table;  he  was  not  a  very  large  man,  rather  light  complexioned  with  light  hair 
and  blue  eyes;  was  very  nervous."  "I  remember  my  grandmother  better;  she  was 
a  small  woman  with  blue  eyes  and  gray  hair,  very  industrious;  she  worked  as 
long  as  she  lived  -  she  did  the  remarkable  thing  of  spinning  and  weaving  a 
piece  of  table  linen  when  she  was  about  eighty  years  of  age."  A  grandson  says, 
"she  was  a  saint  of  most  lovable  disposition  and  temper."  She  is  remembered 
for  her  unusual  benevolence  and  special  virtues  by  the  descendants  of  the 
early  settlers  of  Paris,  Oenida  Co.,  New  York,  where  Mr.  Leonard  resided  from 
about  1795  to  1821  when  they  removed  to  Solon,  Cortland  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  he 
died  Mar.  26,  1825;  his  widow  died  May  23,  1850,  in  East  Fharsalia,  Chenango 
Co.,  N.  Y.  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs .  Dorothy  S.  Brooks.  The  children 
of  Amos  and  Marcy  were:

After  reading  four  books  of  Leonard  Genealogy  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  our  family  has  been  more  influenced  by  the  LEONARD  and  possibly  RICE 
ancestry  than  the  others.  We  seem  to  have  inherited  certain  characteristics 
from  these  ancestors.  Cousin  Charles  Alvin  Brooks  once  said  "little  Grand¬ 
mother  Dolly  (Dorothy)  Leonard  had  placed  her  mark  on  all  of  us".

Dea.  JOSEPH  STEVENS  —  Mr.  Stevens  and  Prudence  Rice  his  wife  were  from 
Sudbury.  He  was  proprietor  of  House  Lots  No.  15,  and  No.  56;  part  of  his 
division  land  was  located  on  Steven’s  hill,  and  two  hundred  acres  on  and  ad¬ 
joining  Turkey  hill.  He  settled  on  House  Lot  No.  15;  as  he  was  one  of  the 
first  settlers,  he  was  exposed  to  the  dangers  and  privations  incident  to  those 
that  commence  a  settlement  in  a  wilderness.  Deacon  Stevens  and  his  wife  were 
respectable  people;  —  he  was  chosen  into  many  offices  in  the  proprietory, 
town,  church  and  militia.  He  was  one  of  the  first  selectman,  assessors, 
treasurer,  &  c.,  which  offices  he  filled  several  years  —  clerk  of  the  pro¬ 
prietors  and  one  of  the  committee  to  set  off  their  lands  —  a  deacon  in  the 
church  —  a  captain  in  the  militia  &  c. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stevens  had  born  unto  them  before  and  after  their  settlement 
in  Rutland  the  following  children,  viz,  Fhinehas,  Mindwell,  Samuel,  Joseph, 
Isaac,  Dorothy,  second  Joseph,  Lucy  and  Mary;  —  Mary  was  the  first  child  bap¬ 
tized  in  Rutland,  which  was  on  November  5,  1727. 

There  being  no  roads,  Dea.  Stevens  put  up  a  hovel  at  the  meadow  bordering 
on  Steven’s  brook,  five  miles  from  his  dwelling,  where  he  went  daily  on 
rackets  to  feed  his  cattle.  Others  sustained  the  same  inconvenience. 

Dea.  Stevens  was  not  only- a  man  of  usefulness  and  prosperity,  —  but  a 
man  of  sorrow  and  affliction.  On  August  14th,  1723,  after  a  family  devotion, 
and  a  friendly  breakfast,  he  with  four  young  sons  went  to  the  meetinghouse 
meadow  to  collect  fodder  for  the  coming  winter;  —  whilst  making  hay,  they 
were  surprised  by  five  Indians;  the  father  escaped  in  the  bushes;  two  of  his 
sons,  Samuel  and  Joseph  were  then  and  there  slain;  the  other  two  (Fhinehas-  the 
eldest  and  Isaac  the  youngesc,,)  were  made  prisoners. 

My  young  friends,  when  in  safety,  picture  in  mind,  paint  in  imagination, 
(for  pen  cannot  depict,)  the  anguish  and  distress  of  the  father,  mother, 
brothers  and  sisters,  for  they  were  sight  and  hearing  of  the  horrid  tragedy. 

At  night,  the  seats  and  beds  of  four  beloved  sons  and  brothers  are  vacant  and 
empty.  Two  are  slain  and  scalped  —  and  two  in  the  woods  with  the  cruel 
Indians,  and  exposed  to  a  long  and  distressing  captivity.  At  the  funeral 
obsequies  of  the  dead,  no  minister  of  God  is  there  to  administer  comfort  and 
consolation,  for  he  is  also  slain. 

The  two  prisoners  were  carried  to  Canada,  where  they  were  held  in  cap¬ 
tivity  for  upwards  of  a  year,  and  were  not  redeemed  without  great  expense, 
and  two  journeys  of  Deacon  Stevens  to  Canade,  —  which  with  other  misfortunes, 
Dea.  Stevens  and  his  wife  were  in  their  old  age,  so  straightened  in  circum¬ 
stances,  as  to  be  under  the  unpleasant  necessity  of  having  assistance  from  the 
town  they  had  done  so  much  to  build  up.

John  Woods,  Senior  of  Sudbury,  Mass.,  was  one  of  the  petitioners  of 
.Marlborough  and  shared  in  the  first  division  of  land  and  was  one  of  the  promi¬ 
nent  men  in  the  town.  He  was  a  selectman  in  1663-64-65  and  one  of  the  early 
members  of  the  church.  His  will  dated  Nov.  26,  1677  —  proven  March  8,  1678 
mentions  '“his  sons  -  John,  Isaac,  James  -  his  wife  and  Father  Parminter  or 
Parmenter  and  son-in-law  John  Bellows".  It  is  probable  that  he  married  Mary 
Parminter  who  died  August  7,  1690  age  85  years. 

Children: 

John  2nd  -  born  July  18,  1647  -  died  April  5,  1716 

Isaac  died  July  18,  17^0  -  2nd  Marriage 

James  -  Married  1678  -  Hopewell  Ward 

Mary  -  Married  John  Bellows  -  died  Sept.  16,  1707 

John  Woods  2nd  married  Lydia  -  S - .  He  died  April  5,  1716  -  age  69 

years.  She  died  Sept.  24,  1723.  He  was  a  prominent  citizen  -  Selectman  -  etc. 
Elected  deacon  in  Mr.  Brinsmead4s  church  in  1704.

John  -  Joseph  -  Sarah  -  Silence  -  Benjamin  -  James  and  Hannah 

HANNAH  -  born  Aug.  4,  1677.  She  married  first  Thomas  Witherbee  -  married 
second  Moses  Leonard  Aug.  8,  1716  -  (See  Leonard  Genealogy  by  Manning  Leonard 
Page  57  -  60).  Two  children  were  born  of  this  marriage.

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THE  SHETLAND  FAMILY  HISTORY 


Ify  great  grandmother,  Marcy  (Mercy  Sweatland)  Green  was  the  wife  of  Amos 
Leonard  and  the  mother  of  grandmother,  Dorothy  Stevens  Leonard. 

Mercy  was  the  daughter  of  John,  Jr.  and  Abi  Deming  Swetland.  She  was 
born  in  Hartford,  Connecticut  October  8,  1758  and  died  in  East  Fharsalia, 

New  York  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Dorothy,  May  20,  1850. 

She  married  first  Captain  Jared  Green  who  died  shortly  after  their 
marriage.  She  had  no  children  by  her  first  husband,  but  had  seven  by  her 
second,  John  Swetland,  Jr.,  was  a  paper  manufacturer  of  Hartford.  He  married 
first  Elizabeth  Guild  and  had  seven  children.  The  parents  of  John  Swetland, 
Jr.  were  John  Swetland,  born  July  1,  1781  at  Salem,  Massachusetts  and  Sarah 
Treadway  Davis,  born  1686,  died  February  28,  1773.  They  lived,  at  one  time, 
in  or  near  Lebanon,  Connecticut. 

John  Swetland9 s  parents  were  William  and  Agnes  ?  Mo  one  knows  where 
they  came  from.  He  is  said  to  have  been  a  ‘'seafaring  man“  and  is  reported 
to  have  sailed  as  Captain  of  the  ship  ”James“  from  Barbados  for  New  York, 
February  13,  1678.  They  lived  in  Salem,  Mew  London  County,  Connecticut  in  the 
year  1703.  The  above  history  was  compiled  by  Benjamin  Swetland,  M.  D. 

Brocton,  Mew  York  in  1907. 


THE  DEMING  FAMILY  HISTORY 

Very  little  is  known  of  this  family.  Abi  (Deming)  Swetland  was  born 
July  26,  1760,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Deming  or  (Demon).  Data  on  file  at 
Connecticut  State  at  Hartford  -  Vol.  2,  Page  1542  Ibid  Vol.  I,  Page  535  gives 
Benjamin  Deming  died  April  23,  1771  aged  78.  Hartford  Courant  (newspaper) 
gives  his  marriage,  November  5*  1740  to  Mercy  Palmer  of  Windham,  Connecticut, 
had  David,  bom  July  30,  1744.  Distribution  of  his  estate  names  widow 
Susannah,  son  Benjamin  -  David  to  be  executor.  Mehi table  wife  of  Ebenezer 
Briaht,  Martha,  widow  of  Benjamin  Hills  -  Abi,  wife  of  John  Swetland  of 
Bolton,  Connecticut,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Hezekiah  Wickham. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  this  history  could  be  finished  but  it  would  require 
the  services  of  a  Genealogist. 
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BROOKS 


The  Brooks  family  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  Massachusetts,  and  the  ancestral 
here  at  Medford  has  been  occupied  for  many  generations.  Governor  John  Brooks 
vas  born  there  about  1752.  The  family  is  less  numerous  in  New  York,  but  re¬ 
presentatives  came  herein  the  nineteenth  century.  As  many  as  ten  immigrants 
of  this  name  came  to  Massachusetts  before  1650.  Thomas  Brooks  of  Watertown 
and  Condord,  and  Joseph  Brooks  of  the  latter  town,  left  a  numerous  posterity, 
and  are  supposed  to  have  been  brothers  of  Henry  Brooks,  the  ancestor  of  this 
line,  but  no  documentary  evidence  appears  to  prove  this.  The  eminent  clergy- 
can,  Phillips  Brooks,  was  a  direct  descendant  of  the  above  mentioned  Thomas 
Brooks. 

(I)  Henry  Brooks,  was  born  in  England,  about  1600,  and  settled  in  Con¬ 
cord,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  admitted  freeman,  March  14,  1639,  but  soon 
afterward  removed  to  Woburn,  Massachusetts,  in  which  town  he  became  a  promi¬ 
nent  citizen,  serving  as  selectman,  in  1649,  1669,  1671  and  1672.  His  will 
was  dated  July  18,  1682  and  he  died  April  12,  1683.  The  estate  was  left  to 
his  widow.  He  located  in  Woburn,  Massachusetts  before  1649,  and  was  a  pro¬ 
prietor  of  lands  near  Horn  Fond,  in  that  town,  January  10,  1652.  He  had  a 

wife,  Elizabeth  -  and  one  child  before  coming  to  Woburn.  There  he  married 

second-before  March  27,  1651,  Susanna,  widow  of  Ezekiel  Richardson.  She  was 
described  in  1670,  by  an  authority  of  that  time,  as  "An  ancient  and  skillful 
woman,  living  in  Woburn,  famous  for  her  attainment  in  medical  science1'. 
Children:  1.  John,  mentioned  below.  2.  Timothy,  married,  December  2,  1659, 
Mary  Russell;  lived  in  Billerica.  3.  Isaac,  married,  January  10th,  1665-6, 
Miriam  Daniels;  he  died  September  8,  1686.  4.  Sarah,  married,  May  13,  1650, 

John  Housall.  5*  Lester.  6.  Joseph,  born  at  Condord,  April  12,  1641. 

(II )  John,  eldest  child  of  Henry  Brooks,  was  born  about  1623,  in  England, 
and  died  in  Woburn,  September  29,  1691.  He  was  probably  a  soldier  of  King 
Phillip’s  War,  in  1675-6,  and  in  1690,  at  the  age  of  sixty-seven  years  was 
enlisted  as  a  member  of  Fhip’s  Expedition  against  Quebec.  He  made  his  will, 
July  29th  of  that  year,  just  before  he  departed,  and  this  was  probated  Novem¬ 
ber  16,  of  the  following  year.  In  September,  1691,  he  was  excused  from  ordi¬ 
nary  training  because  of  his  decrepit  condition,  and  in  1733,  the  town 
allowed  a  claim  of  his  grandson  for  bounty  due  John  Brooks  on  account  of  ser¬ 
vice  in  the  Colonial  Wars.  He  was  one  of  the  seven  male  members  of  the  church 
in  Woburn  at  its  first  gathering  August  14,  1642,  and  was  one  of  its  two 
original  deacons  until  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  much  honored  in  the 
town,  serving  twenty-one  consecutive  years  as  selectman,  and  was  a  commis¬ 
sioner  for  '’ending  small  causes”,  equivalent  to  the  magistrate  of  today.  He 
married  (first),  November  1,  1649,  Eunice,  daughter  of  Deacon  John  Mousall, 

a  founder  of  Woburn,  and  was  one  of  the  first  to  erect  a  house  in  that  town. 

She  died,  January  1,  1684.  John  Brooks  was  one  of  the  executors  in  connection 
with  his  brother-in-law  of  the  estate  of  John  Mousall,  appointed  April  16, 

1660,  and  cared  for  his  wife’s  mother  in  her  old  age.  The  will  of  John 
Mousall  made  three  children  of  John  Brooks  beneficiaries,  and  John  Brooks  also 
received  land  in  this  will,  his  children  being  residuary  legatees  in  case 
Mousall’ s  onljr  son  left  no  heirs.  John  Brooks  married  (second),  February  25, 
1684,  Mrs.  Mary  (Champney)  Richardson,  daughter  of  John  Champney,  of  Cambridge, 
and  widow  of  Theophilus  R.  Richardson , of  Woburn,  the  latter  a  son  of  John 
Brooks’  stepmother,  the  second  wife  of  Henry  Brooks.  Mary  (Richardson)  Brooks 
survived  her  second  husband,  and  died  August  26,  1704,  in  Woburn.  Children  of 
John  Brooks  by  first  wife:  John  (died  young),  Sarah,  Eunice,  Joanna,  John,. 
Ebenezer,  Deborah,  and  Jabez. 
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John  Mousall,  father  of  Eunice  Brooks,  was  an  early  settler  of  Charles¬ 
town,  Mass*,  the  exact  date  of  his  arrival  is  not  on  record,  but  his  brother 
Ralph  Mousall  with  a  wife  Alice  were  probably  in  the  company  of  settlers  that 
came  over  in  Winthrop’s  Fleet  in  1630. 

In  Banks *  Planters  of  the  Commonwealth,  page  77,  he  states  that  Ralph 
and  wife  were  probably  from  London. 

On  23  August,  1634,  John  Mousall  and  wife  were  admitted  to  the  Charles¬ 
town  church,  and  he  was  made  a  Freeman  on  3  Sept.  1634.  He  was  a  deputy  from 
Charlestown  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Court  in  Sept,  1635  (Mass.  Bay  Colony 
records  I;  156;  deputy  again,  in  April  and  May,  1637  (Ibid  I;  191,194);  and 
deputy  in  September  1637  (Ibid  I;  204). 

John  Mousall  removed  to  Woburn  before  1640  where  he  was  listed  as  a  pro¬ 
prietor  in  that  year;  on  14  August  1642,  he  was  one  of  the  seven  male  members 
who  constituted  the  church  in  Woburn;  was  one  of  the  two  original  deacons  and 
served  until  his  death;  was  one  of  the  Commissioners  "to  end  small  causes”, 
and  one  of  the  selectmen  for  twenty-one  years  in  succession. 

In  1663,  he  made  a  deposition  in  court  saying  that  he  was  then  aged  67 
years,  so  born  about  1595  or  1596. 

He  died  27  March  1665  leaving  a  will,  dated  19  June  1660,  in  which  he 
mentioned  a  wife  Joanna,  son  John  Mousall  and  the  children  of  his  daughter 
Eunice,  the  wife  of  John  Brooks,  Sarah,  Eunice  and  Joanna  Brooks. 

John  Mousall  is  an  eligible  ancestor  for  the  Society  of  Colonial  Dames 
and  the  Society  of  Colonial  Wars. 

John  Mousall  joined  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  of 
Massachusetts  in  1641. 

(Pope?s  Pioneers  of  Massachusetts,  322;  History  of  Woburn  71,  etc.) 

(III)  Ebenezer,  third  son  of  John  and  Eunice  (Mousall)  Brooks,  was  born, 
December  9,  1666,  in  Woburn,  and  was  a  soldier  in  Phip’s  Expedition  against 
Quebec,  in  1690.  On  December  12  of  that  year,  the  selectmen  allowed  his  wife 
two  shillings  and  six  pence  on  account  of  this  service.  His  rates  were 
"forgiven",  March  2,  1696,  on  account  of  this  service,  and  were  again  passed 
in  November  of  the  same  year  on  account  of  his  poverty.  On  November  3,  1711, 
Ebenezer  Brooks  and  wife  sold  land  in  Woburn  to  John  Buck,  and  probably 
settled  in  the  following  spring  in  Killingly,  Connecticut,  where  they  were 
received  in  full  communion  in  the  church,  September  22,  1716.  He  married 
June  14,  1687,  in  Woburn,  Martha  Wilder.  Both  died  in  Killingly,  Connecticut, 
after  1716.  On  September  2,  1716,  the  following  children  were  baptized  in 
Killingly:  Ebenezer,  Jabez,  Eleazer,  Martha,  Eunice,  and  Priscilla.  There  were 
two  other  children  probably  baptized  in  Woburn,  Eunice  and  John, 

(IV)  Ebenezer  (2),  second  son  of  Ebenezer  (l)  and  Martha  (Wilder)  Brooks, 
was  born  August  8,  1691,  in  Woburn,  and  removed  with  his  parents  to  Killingly 
about  the  time  of  attaining  his  majority.  He  is  probably  the  Ebenezer  Brooks, 
who  received  a  deed  of  land  in  Killingly  from  his  father,  and  namesake  in 
1722.  He  signed  the  church  covenant,  November  29,  1743,  and  is  probably  the 
Ebenezer  Brooks  who  deeded  land  there  to  his  son,  Ebenezer,  June  19,  1733.  He 
married  in  Killingly,  August  14,  1717,  Sarah  Childs,  of  Woodstock,  July  27 
preceding.  She  was  probably  a  daughter  of  Benjamin  (2)  Child3,  born  in  Rox- 
bury,  1656,  baptized  by  the  Apostle  Eliot,  February  27,  1658,  and  wa3  granted 
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thirty  acres  of  land  in  Woodstock,  Connecticut,  1696,  and  soon  after  forty- 
four  acres  more.  He  married  March  7,  1683,  Grace  Morris,  daughter  of  Deacon 
Ziward  Morris,  of  Roxbury.  He  died,  January  2 4,  1724.  There  is  a  hiatus  in 
the  record  of  Roxbury  baptisms  which  show  two  sons  of  Benjamin,  -  Ephraim 
and  Edward.  Her  birth  is  not  recorded  in  Roxbury  or  Woodstock.  Benjamin  (2) 
was  a  son  of  Benjamin  (l)  Childs,  who  came  from  England,  and  settled  in  Rox¬ 
bury  in  1630,  a  nephew  of  Ephraim  Childs  of  Watertown,  and  one  of  the  thirty 
who  contributed  for  the  building  of  the  church  at  Roxbury.  He  died  October 
14,  1678.  Ebenezer  (2)  Brooks  died  February  13,  1743.

(V)  Ebenezer  (3),  second  son  of  Ebenezer  (2)  and  Sarah  (Childs)  Brooks 
was  born  January  27,  1723  in  Killingly,  Connecticut  where  he  resided.  He 
was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  being  first  a  private  of  Captain  Joseph 
Cady’s  Company  of  Minute  Men,  which  served  three  days  on  the  Lexington  Alarm 
of  April  19,  1775.  He  enlisted  May  11  of  the  same  year  and  served  until 
November  8th  in  Captain  Joseph  Elliott’s  (Eighth)  Company,  of  the  Third  Regi¬ 
ment,  commanded  by  Colonel  Israel  Putman.  He  was  a  member  of  a  battalion 
raised  in  June  1776  for  recruiting  Washington’ s  army,  being  the  Third  Batta¬ 
lion  of  Wadsworth  Brigade,  Ebenezer  Brooks  serving  under  Captain  Crosby  in 
Colonel  Sage’s  Regiment.  This  organization  served  in  New  York  City  and  Long 
Island,  and  participated  in  the  battle  of  White  Plains.  Ebenezer  Brooks 
enlisted  July  1st,  and  served  until  December  13,  1780,  as  a  recruit  of  the 
Fourth  Regiment,  Continental  Line.  He  married  in  Killingly,  May  4,  1757, 

Mary  Glaizer  of  Brooklyn,  Connecticut.  In  the  church  at  North  Killingly,  now 
Putman,  the  following  of  their  children  were  baptized:  Elizabeth,  Zilva, 
Priscilla,  Benjamin  Ebenezer  and  Samuel. 

(VI)  Samuel  (l),  youngest  son  of  Ebenezer  (3)  and  Mary  (Glazier)  Brooks, 
was  born  March  27th,  1769,  in  Killingly,  as  shown  by  the  records  of  that  town 
(family  record,  March  17th).  In  company  with  John  Dean,  his  future  brother- 
in-law,  he  went  to  Haverhill,  New  Hampshire,  in  1790,  being  then  just  of  age. 

He  received  a  deed,  February  17,  1791,  from  John  Saunders  of  Newbury,  Vermont, 
for  lands  in  Reading,  Vermont,  and  subsequently  bought  more  land  in  the  same 
town.  He  lived  in  Reading  from  1793-4  until  his  death,  which  occurred  about 
1808.  He  Vas  first  taxed  in  Reading,  in  1794,  up  to  and  including  1807.  The 
grant  list  for  the  following  year  is  missing,  but  1809  his  widow  was  taxed  in 
that  town.  He  was  married  in  Woodstock,  Vermont  January  29,  Sunday  morning, 
1792,  by  Rev.  Eliphilet  Lyman  Clark,  to  Eunice  Dean  of  Woodstock,  born  October 
9,  1759,  baptized  August  10,  1766  in  Rindge,  New  Hampshire,  daughter  of  Rev. 
Seth  Dean,  first  pastor  of  the  Church  of  Christ  (Congregational)  at  Rindge, 

New  Hampshire.  (See  "Rev.  Seth  Dean,  A  Lost  Leader"  by  Ellen  D.  Larned). 

After  Samuel  Brooks’  death,  his  widow  married  a  Crofut  of  Granville,  New  York, 
and  removed  to  the  vicinity  of  Pitcher,  New  York.  Children  of  Samuel  Brooks 
and  Eunice  Dean  Brooks  were:  lv  Helotia,  born  February  16,  1793,  in  Brooklyn, 
Connecticut,  married  Simeon  Pepper.  2.  Samuel,  born  January  3,  1795,  in 
Reading,  Vermont,  married  Dorothy  Stevens  Leonard.  3.  Mary,  born  May  9,  1796, 
in  Reading  married  Walliston  Hawley.  4.  Zilpha,  born  January  1,  1798,  in 
Reading,  married  June  17,  1819,  David  Hollister,  and  died  in  Cheningo,  near 
Truxton,  New  York,  June  16,  1880,  5.  Eunice,  born  March  9,  1801  —  died 

1842,  married  Comfort  Bowker,  their  children  were  Simeon,  Sarah,  Philander, 

Seth  Deane  (Professor  in  Kansas  City  College  of  Medicine).  6.  Seth  Dean, 
born  September  13,  1803,  married  Cynthis  Prindle.  For  further  information  of 
the  above  children  and  grandchildren  of  Samuel  Brooks  and  Eunice  Dean  Brooks, 
see  "T^"  Genealogical  and  Family  History  of  Central  New  York  State".

(VII)  Samuel  (2) ,  son  of  Samuel  (l)  and  Eunice  (Dean)  Brooks  was  born 
January  3,  1795  in  Windsor,  Vermont.  He  removed  to  Mew  York  State  when  a 
young  man  and  helped  to  clear  land  in  the  region  of  Solon.  He  passed  his 
life  as  a  farmer  and  was  a  deacon  and  licensed  preacher  in  The  Baptist  Church. 
He  was  a  truly  religious  and  upright  man.  We  do  not  know  the  date  of  his 
removal  from  Solon  to  East  Fharsalia  but  it  must  have  been  previous  to  1850. 

He  married  1st  about  1818,  Sally  Wheeler,  daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  (Johnson) 
Wheeler  and  had  one  son,  Silas  Brooks  born  about  1819  and  died  1848.  Samuel 
Brooks  (2)  married  second  (Dolly)  Dorothy  Stevens  Leonard  and  their  children 
were:  Leander,  Orville  L.,  Sarah  H. ,  Charles  Wesley,  Elotia  Julia,  Milton, 
Samuel  Alphonso  (3rd).  Their  history  will  follow  in  Part  II. 

Dolly,  Dorothy  Stevens  Leonard,  youngest  child  of  Amos  and  Marcy  or  Mercy 
(Sweatland)  was  born  in  Paris,  New  York  8-10-1803,  married  Samuel  Brooks  (2) 
8-9-1824.  She  was  a  woman  of  kind  and  gentle  nature,  a  most  consistent 
Christian,  a  member  of  The  Baptist  Church  for  over  seventy  years.  It  was  her 
ambition  in  early  life  to  become  a  foreigh  missionary.  Although  denied  that 
privilege,  she  was  permitted  to  see  her  son  a  missionary  in  the  home  field  and 
if  she  had  lived  longer,  she  would  have  seen  three  grandsons  and  one  great 
grandson  serving  as  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  and  one  granddaughter  Addie  Estelle 
Brooks,  married  to  a  Baptist  minister.  The  great  majority  of  our  grandparents® 
descendants  have  been  and  still  are  devoted  church  members  and  leaders  in 
church  work.  The  BROOKS  and  LEONARD  families  have  always  been  distinguished 
for  their  many  descendants  who  became  clergymen,  physicians  and  missionaries. 

I  remember  my  grandmother,  Dorothy,  very  well.  She  lived  in  our  home 
several  years  previous  to  my  father® s  death.  She  was  a  small  sweet  woman 
with  blue  eyes,  very  fair  complexion  and  always  wore  a  cap  trimmed  with  lace 
and  ribbon.  She  had  read  the  Bible  through  many  times  and  each  morning  she 
was  dressed  at  five  o® clock  and  sitting  in  her  large  bedroom  -  reading  the 
Bible.  My  father  thought  she  should  rest  more  so  he  bought  a  single  bed  for 
her  so  she  would  take  day  time  naps  without  disturbing  the  large  bed  with 
its  starched  spread  and  pillow  shams.  When  we  children  were  ill,  we  were 
always  put  to  bed  in  Grandma® s  room  in  the  single  bed  and  she  took  care  of 
us.  Her  room  was  on  the  first  floor  near  our  father ®s  office  and  with  his 
frequent  visits  and  Grandma  reading  to  us  and  telling  us  stories,  illness  was 
almost  a  pleasure.  Her  teaching,  example  and  influence  for  good  will  never 
die.  She  died  December  7,  1891  at  the  home  of  her  son  Orville  L.  Brooks,  where 
her  last  years  were  spent.  She  was  buried  in  the  family  lot  in  the  cemetary 
at  North  Norwich,  New  York. 

Our  grandfather  died  December  20,  1863  in  East  Fharsalia,  New  York  and 
was  buried  in  the  village  cemetery. 


EAST  PHARSAHA 

On  a  pleasant  summer  day,  July  7,  1932,  I  visited  East  Fharsalia,  New 
York  with  my  two  first  cousins,  Ernest  and  Howard  Brooks  (now  deceased).  We 
found  the  graves  of  our  Grandfather  Samuel  Brooks  and  out  uncle  Milton  in  the 
village  cemetery.  Milton  died  at  the  age  of  13  years  and  on  his  stone  we 
read  the  epitaph  -  "Honest  and  Truthful".  The  stones  were  in  good  condition 
and  the  cemetery  well  kept.  Two  churches  were  nearby. 
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An  elderly  gentleman  joined  us  and  gave  directions  how  to  find  the  home¬ 
stead.  We  took  a  dirt  road  to  the  right  off  the  main  thoroughfare  and  running 
parallel  with  cemetery  about  l/2  mile.  It  was  a  lovely,  tree-shaded  road  and 
as  I  remember  there  were  no  other  houses.  Coming  to  a  clearing,  we  saw  the 
framework  of  the  old  barn,  almost  ready  to  fall  into  decay.  Then,  we  walked 
to  the  stone  foundation  where  the  house  once  stood.  It  may  have  been  moved 
to  another  location  for  there  was  no  wood  to  be  seen.  Nothing  left  of  what 
once  sheltered  life  and  love I  A  lilac  bush  stood  bravely  by  the  wall,  at  the 
doorway.  It  had  bloomed  late  in  the  spring  for  there  were  faded  blossoms  on 
its  branches  but  those  who  watched  it  come  to  bloom  in  earlier  years  were 
gone  -  ’'whose  tender  Fall  and  Spring  are  one  in  Heaven* s  reckoning”.

leander  Brooks  enlisted  8-8-1862  in  Co.  F  141st  Penn  Vol.  Regiment;  discharged  5-2-1865. 
He  was  in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  and  took  part  in  twenty  battles. 

I  remember  my  Uncle  Leander  very  well.  He  was  a  quiet,  kindly  man  and  my  father 
/as  greatly  attached  to  him.  He  visited  our  home  in  Mew  Milford,  Pa.,  frequently  and 
they  talked  much  about  their  experiences  in  the  war.  I  was  a  child  but  stayed  in  the 
room  whenever  I  could  slip  in  unnoticed  to  listen  to  the  thrilling  stories. 

They  met  in  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  eve  of  the  great  battle  and  one  can 

inagine  the  feeling  the  older  brother  had  for  his  younger  brother  who  was  only  a  boy. 
Iheir  father  had  died  very  suddenly,  of  a  heart  attack,  during  their  absence  and  their 
thoughts  must  have  been  with  their  widowed  mother  in  the  home  at  East  Pharsalia,  N.Y.

preserve  the  unity  of  our  country.

Orville  L.  Brooks  (l)  second  child  of  Samuel  and  Dorothy  Stevens  Brooks  was  b,  3-4-1831, 
ritcher ,  New  York;  m.  Mary  A.  Paul  1-7-1858,  She  was  b.  5-3-1839,  daughter  of  Alfred 
Paul  b,  8-3-1811,  d,  12-6-1891,  and  Louisa  A.  French  Paul. 

They  were  deeply  religious  and  saintly  people  and  when  a  child  I  visited  in  their  home, 
Sunday  was  devoted  to  attending  church  and  Sunday  School,  The  Sunday  dinner  had  been 
prepared  on  Saturday  and  no  work  of  any  kind  was  done  in  the  home. 

Their  grandson,  Harry  E.  Brooks  who  was  in  their  home  every  summer  of  the  first  eleven 
years  of  his  life,  testifies  - 

"My  grandfather  Orville  Brooks  was  one  of  the  most  god-like  persons  1  have  ever  known. 

He  was  patriarchal;  having  the  resoluteness  of  an  Abraham  and  the  quiet  confidence  of 
a  Samuel,  He  ordered  his  household  with  calm  trust  in  God,  diligent  labor  and  constant 
dependence  on  prayer  and  the  Holy  Scriptures  for  his  guidance  in  life.  For  several 
years  he  was  a  bridge  builder  on  the  Ontario  and  Western  R.R.  My  grandmother  reminded 
Ee  of  what  Timothy7 s  grandmother  Lois  must  have  been  like  ...  possessing  "unfeigned 
faith.1’  She  had  a  penetrating  intellect;  a  dispassionate  view  on  life;  quiet  but  firm 
control  of  her  children;  she  walked  in  the  ways  of  God,  and  summoned  her  offspring  to 
follow  her.” 

The  table  blessing  in  this  home  was  as  follows: 

"God  bless  our  going  out,  nor  less  our  coming  in  and  make  them  sure  - 
God  bless  our  daily  bread,  and. bless  whate7er  we  do,  whate?er  endure. 

In  death  unto  his  peace  awake  us  -  and  heirs  of  his  salvation  make  usi"

Sadie 
Brooks  was  a  fine  wife  and  mother  and  excellent  manager  of  her  home,  always  active 
in  the  work  of  the  church.  She  taught  the  Womens  Bible  Class  for  15  or  more  years. 
She  was  also  treasurer  of  the  church  for  many  years  and  was  holding  these  two 
offices  at  the  time  of  her  death  at  the  age  of  85  years.  Among  the  cherished 
memories  held  by  their  children  were  regular  habits  of  the  blessing  of  food  at 
meals  and  family  prayers  after  dinner  each  evening.  If  visitors  dropped  in  they 
were  invited  to  join  in  the  devotions.

j.  With  no  purpose  of  boasting*  (the  Lord  knows  the  heart)  but  to  God’s  glory  and 
for  the  purpose  of  information  to  the  loved  ones  assembled,  I  am  appending  here¬ 
with,  a  few  facts  concerning  service  which  I  have  been  privileged  to  render  in 
the  forty-one  years  of  my  active  ministry  so  far. 

Have  been  annual  Guest  Chaplain  in  the  New  York  State  Assembly  once  each  year  for 
sixteen  years.  At  my  last  officiating  in  Albany  was  in  conference  with  Governor 
Dewey  concerning  moral  conditions  throughout  the  State  and  Nation. 

Have  acted  as  Chaplain  in  both  the  Senate  at  Washington  and  House  of  Representative 

In  1949  aided  the  President’s  Secretary  in  drafting  the  Thanksgiving  Proclamation, 
by  framing  the  phrases  calling  the  Nation  to  prayer  on  that  day,  and  receiving  one 
of  the  first  copies  of  the  Proclamation  from  the  Secretary  of  President  Truman 
after  he  had  signed  the  document. 

Received  a  communication  from  King  George  of  England  the  first  year  of  his  reign, 
through  his  Secretary,  following  his  first  Christmas  Broadcast  to  the  Empire,  ex¬ 
pressing  appreciation  of  the  assurance  of  the  prayers  of  many  American  people,  that 
the  King  might  enjoy  increasing  facility  of  utterance  in  his  subsequent  messages  to 
the  British  Empire  and  the  world  at  large. 

For  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  to  the  present  date,  have  been  the  official  re¬ 
porter  of  our  Annual  Conference  Sessions  for  the  "Christian  Advocate"  weekly  pub¬ 
lication  of  our  Church. 

Have  been  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  of  our  Conference  area  for 
five  years  up  to  this  year. 

Have  the  honor  to  be  Chairman  of  the  Corporation  of  our  Conference  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  "Home  For  the  Aged"  in  our  Conference  area. 

Was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  arrange  the  75th  Anniversary  programme  of  our  Con¬ 
ference  in  1927. 

Have  been  Secretary  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Children’s  Home  of  our  Wyoming 
Annual  Conference  for  six  years  up  to  this  year. 

I  must  not  add  more  -  but  to  say,  the  greatest  privilege  of  all  has  been  to  preach 
the  Gospel  and  minister  to  men  and  women  in  almost  every  circumstance  of  life,  fro; 
the  heads  of  great  Corporations  to  persons  behind  prison  bars,  even  to  those  in  the 
shadow  of  the  electric  chair,  for  a  period  of  more  than  forty-one  years.

Rev.  Charles  Wesley  Brooks  and  his  Descendants 


’Arles  Wesley  Brooks  (1)  son  of  Samuel  and  Dorothy  Stevens  Leonard  Brooks  was  b. 


5-25-1836  in  Solon,  New  York.  He  first  manifested  that  inflexibility  of  purpose  wfiich 
A3  one  of  the  basal  traits  of  his  character  by  beginning  the  study  of  Latin,  Greek  and 
igebra  without  a  teacher  while  working  on  a  farm.  After  attaining  the  age  of  eighteen 
a  was  able,  by  working  hard  in  summer  and  by  teaching  in  winter,  to  spend  a  few  months 
<i:h  year  in  the  high  school  and  at  Norwich  Academy,  until  he  completed  his  last  term 
:ur  years  later.  Finding  it  impossible  to  realize  his  hope  of  going  to  college,  he 
snsidered  the  question  of  entering  at  once  upon  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  on  July 
3,  1859,  was  licensed  to  preach,  his  ordination  as  a  minister  of  the  Baptist  Church 
iking  place  three  years  later.  After  ten  years  of  pastoral  work  in  which  he  served 
nree  churches,  Hedge sville,  Killawog,  and  Addison,  he  was,  as  he  believed,  divinely 
ailed  to  the  responsible  duties  of  district  missionary  of  the  State  Missionary  Conven¬ 
'd  on,  being  duly  commissioned  on  March  2,  1869.  In  order  that  he  might  be  situated  at 
i  central  point  of  his  field  he  moved  to  Watkins,  New  York,  and  in  connection  with  his 
'M  duties  assumed  the  pastoral  care  of  the  local  church,  which  was  then  in  a  weak  and 
lisheartened  condition.  Two  years  later,  when  the  church  had  become  self-supporting,  he 
resigned  the  pastorate  in  order  to  devote  his  time  and  energy  to  the  State  Convention, 
iwork  in  which  he  firmly  believed  and  to  the  support  of  which  he  gave  himself  unreser- 
redly  until  December  1910,  laying  it  down  then  only  because  the  weight  of  years  and 
,'iiling  strength  compelled  him  to  do  so. 

Another  interest  which  had  a  large  place  in  his  heart  was  Cook  Academy,  Montour 
alls,  N.Y.;  it  was  he  who  secured  its  largest  endowment  fund,  and  more  than  any  other 
is  was  instrumental  in  retaining  for  the  institution  the  co-operation  and  endorsement 
:f  the  State  Missionary  Convention.  He  had  the  confidence  of  Colonel  Cook,  shared  in 
lis  counsels,  and  was  from  the  first  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees,  also  serving 
.'or  many  years  as  chairman  of  the  executive  committee. 

The  literary  work  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Wesley  Brooks  was  of  conspicuous  value.  He 
ras  the  author  of  a  series  of  articles  on  '’Baptist  Beginnings”  published  in  the  Inquirer 
md  in  1894  he  undertook  the  work  of  revising  and  amplifying  these  and  giving  them  to 
the  world  in  book  form,  a  much  needed  work,  there  being  no  adequate  history  of  the 
baptists  of  New  York  State.  This  volume,  entitled  ”A  Century  of  Missions  in  the  Empire 
State”,  has  had  interested  readers  in  all  parts  of  the  world  and  for  generations  to 
:ome  will  be  the  enduring  monument  of  its  author.

Elsie  Brooks  was  a  most 
heroic  woman,  a  leader  in  the  temperance  cause  and  enduring  persecution  with  the  patience 
and  nobility  of  soul  which  enabled  her,  for  eight  years  previous  to  her  death,  to  sus¬ 
tain  the  great  affliction  of  blindness.  She  died  2-6-1888.  To  her,  as  to  her  husband, 
the  most  beautiful  tributes  were  offered.  They  rest  from  their  labors  and  their  works 
do  follow  them.

Willis  Homer  Brooks  attended  the  Watkins  Public  Schools.  He  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Rochester,  N.Y.,  class  of  1889,  from  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Rochester,  N.Y.,  in  the  class  of  1892,  and  from  the  Cook  Academy,  class  of  1885. 

He  was  ordained  in  Watkins,  N.Y.,  May  6,  1892.  He  immediately  took  pastoral  charge 
of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Bozeman,  Montana,  where  he  served  one  year,  followed  by 
three  years  at  Dillon,  Montana.  He  then  accepted  a  call  to  the  Baptist  Church  at 
Belleville,  N.Y.,  remaining  there  nine  years.  He  was  associated  with  his  father, 
Rev.  C.  V/.  Brooks,  as  assistant  in  District  Missionary  work  of  the  New  York  Baptist 
State  Convention  10-1-1904  -  to  the  time  of  his  death.  In  all  these  capacities  his 
work  was  marked  by  singular  earnestness  and  fidelity  and  his  character  remarkably 
fine  and  noble  shown  like  pure  gold. 

I  remember  my  Cousin  Willis  very  well.  He  came  to  our  home  in  New  Milford  at  the 
time  of  my  father’s  death  and  funeral,  because  his  father,  our  beloved  Uncle  Charles 
was  very  ill  and  could  not  travel;  Cousin  Willis  was  a  great  help  and  comfort  to  my 
mother  in  her  sorrow  and  we  children  thought  of  him  as  an  older  brother.  Vie  never 
knew  his  wife  -  Isabel  Evangeline  -  but  a  letter  written  to  relatives  describing 
her  Montana  home  gives  us  a  picture  of  her  appreciation  and  love  of  the  boautiful 
in  nature  and  I  know  we  should  have  loved  her  just  as  we  did  our  Cousin  Willis.

"We  are  situated  in  what  is  said  to  be  the  prettiest  town  in  Montana.  It  is  being 
boomed  for  the  Capital  just  now.  It  is  so  much  more  central  and  more  nicely  situ¬ 
ated  than  Helena.  The  place  is  growing  rapidly.  It  is  built  up  much  like  the  east 
but  has  a  larger  proportion  of  one  story  houses.  Main  Street  is  composed  of  fine 
brick  blocks.  There  are  seven  churches,  a  fine  court  house,  "large  opera  house'*, 
water  works,  electric  street  railway  nearly  completed,  and  lots  of  other  modern 
improvements.  But  even  better  than  these  is  the  ever-changing  aspect  of  the  beau¬ 
tiful  mountains  that  rise  from  this  valley.  I  saw  many  a  range  and  crossed  the 
Rockies  in  coming  here  but  none  were  as  beautiful  as  these.  So  many  of  the  others 
were  but  barren  rocky  heights  -  forbidding  in  appearance.  These  rise  from  lovely 
green  foot  hills,  " benches"  here  called,  to  snow-clad  peaks.  Be Ween  the  pasture 
and  the  snow,  stand  the  sentinel  pines. !* 

A  postcard  picture  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Dillon,  Montana,  in  the  possess¬ 
ion  of  their  daughter  Elsie  shows  an  artistically  designed,  gable-roofed,  brick 
church  with  arched  windows  and  entrances,  a  belfry  with  spire  above  the  main  en¬ 
trance  and  a  large  rose  window  in  the  end  toward  the  street.  It  is  located  on  a 
corner  vdth  shade  trees  along  the  walks.  This  postcard  was  sent  to  Rev.  W.  H. 

Brooks  at  Belleville  in  1903  and  the  brief  message  saying  "A  reminder  of  other 
days." 

Willis  and  Isabel  passed  out  of  this  earthly  life  at  a  comparatively  early  age 
and  only  a  year  apart.  To  Isabel  fell  the  responsibility  of  securing  the  future 
of  her  six  children: 

Dudley  Cookingham  Brooks  (3)  b.  3-9-1893  Bozeman,  Montana.  At  the  time  of  his 
parents  deaths  he  was  fourteen  years  old  and  living  in  the  nearby  home  of  an 
elderly  widow  whose  name  was  Mrs.  George  Dudley  Brooks,  though,  incredibly, 
not  a  relative.  He  was  self-supporting  then  and  remained  so.  Graduated  from 
Honeoye  Falls  High  School  1913;  University  of  Wisconsin  -  B.A.  1917,  M.A.1927. 
Enlisted  May  23,  1917  as  Private  First  Class  in  U.S.  Army,  Headquarters  Field 
Hospital,  Co. #127  (Medical  Dept.)  at  Madison,  Wise.  He  was  sent  to  Camp 
Douglas  as  a  part  of  the  National  Guard  and  was  then  transferred  to  Federal 
service  and  sent  to  Camp  McArthur,  Waco,  Texas.  He  left  U.S.  Feb.  19,  1913 
to  serve  in  France.  Battle  engagements  included:  Alsace  Section,  May  18- 
July  21,  1918;  Aisne-Marne  offensive  July  29-Aug.  7,  1918;  Oise-Aisne  offen¬ 
sive  Aug.  26-Sept.  6,  1913;  Meuse-Argonne  offensive  Sept.  26-Nov.  11,  1918. 

He  \7as  offered  transfer  to  a  school  detachment  and  studied  at  the  University 
of  the  Sorbonne  and  Academic  Julien  (Julien  Academy)  for  four  months  altogeth¬ 
er.

He  attended  Cook 
Academy  and  graduated  from  Honeoye  1914  or  1915.  He  entered  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  in  Madison  in  the  fall  of  1916,  but  returned  to  New  York  state 
before  completing  the  first  year  and  enlisted  in  the  Navy  on  June  2,  1917, 
for  the  duration  of  World  War  I.  Early  training  was  at  Newport,  R.I.  and 
Portsmouth,  N.H.  He  was  transferred  to  the  Atlantic  fleet  and  served  on  the 
U.S.S.  North  Dakota  in  the  electrical  department  of  the  engineering  force 
from  Sept.  11,  1917  to  May  12,  1918.

Sometime  after  Nov.  11,  1918  when  the 
Armistice  was  signed,  he  was  given  the  choice  of  discharge  or  submarine  ser¬ 
vice  with  an  extension  of  his  enlistment.  He  chose  the  extension  and  receiv¬ 
ed  submarine  training  there  at  New  London.  On  Aug.  17,  1919  at  Bridgeport, 
Conn.,  the  U.S.S.  R-27  was  commissioned  and  taken  to  Panama  where  he  served 
in  the  Canal  Zone.

H.  John  Blann  left  for  Africa  January  1943  to  teach  in  the  Booker 
Washington  Institute  at  Kakata,  Liberia,  West  Africa,  which  wa3  support* 
by  the  Phelps-Stokes  Fund.  Eva  went  by  plane  in  June  1944  by  way  of 
Brazil  to  Dakar  and  down  the  coast  to  Liberia.  They  returned  to  America 
in  the  spring  of  1946.  After  a  furlough  they  left  in  January  1947  for  e 
new  field  in  Africa  as  missionaries  of  the  Pilgrim  Holiness  Church  with 
headquarters  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  They  were  situated  at  Jembo 
Mission,  Pemba,  Northern  Rhodesia  where  John  taught  the  boys  industrial 
arts  and  other  subjects  and  Eva  had  classes  in  sewing  and  hand  work. 
Later  John  supervised  all  the  work  of  the  mission  station  traveling  to 
the  out-schools  taught  by  native  teachers  who  had  been  trained  in  the 
mission  school.  When  more  missionaries  arrived  from  the  United  States 
to  work  in  Jembo  Mission  John  and  Eva  volunteered  for  the  work  of  esta¬ 
blishing  a  new  mission  in  a  malaria  area  on  the  Zambezi  River,  seventy 
miles  from  the  main  station  in  territory  where  most  of  the  natives  had 
never  had  any  contact  with  white  people.  Their  first  temporary  shelter 
was  made  of  grass  with  no  roof  and  a  door  of  corn  stalks.  Before  the 
permanent  buildings  could  be  made  they  had  to  make  and  burn  the  bricks, 
drawing  the  water  for  the  bricks  from  the  Zambezi  River  by  oxen.  With 
native  help  they  made  several  buildings  including  their  own  home,  one 
for  the  nurse,  a  dispensary,  and  a  school  for  boys.  One  of  their  most 
anxious  periods  occurred  when  Eva  was  bitten  on  the  left  hand  by  the  vei 
poisonous  snake,  the  puff  adder,  while  reaching  for  her  children* s  toys 
in  the  house.  After  the  nurse  had  given  their  only  vial  of  serum  they 
traveled  200  miles  to  the  nearest  hospital  not  knowing  whether  they  wou 
arrive  in  time  to  save  her  life.  The  life  was  saved  but  it  was  necessai 
to  amputate  the  entire  middle  finger.  On  their  next  furlough  they  arri\ 
ed  in  America  in  August,  1952.  They  left  New  York  by  boat  in  April  195' 
to  return  to  Chabobcma  mission  where  they  are  enlarging  the  work  in  the 
field  which  they  had  previously  started.

The  life  history  of  Addie  Brooks  and  her  husband,  Rev.  George 
Alton  Beers,  has  been  written  so  clearly  by  their  son  George  Leonard  Beers  that  it 
is  included  in  the  Brooks  history. 

George  Alton  Beers,  b,  9-22-1864,  Odessa,  N.Y.,  the  seventh  child  of  Ebenezer  Beers, 
a  blacksmith  and  "village  strong  rr.anu  and  Lavinia  DuBois.  The  mother  died  two 
weeks  after  his  birth  and  two  years  later  his  father  married  a  Mary  Miller.  George 
left  home  at  fourteen  years  of  age  and  made  his  own  way  in  the  world.  He  worked  in 
a  bakery  in  Watkins,  N.Y. ,  and  became  acquainted  with  the  family  of  the  Rev.  C.  W. 
Brooks  at  this  period  of  his  life.  He  also  attended  Cook  Academy  and  began  his 
interest  in  religious  work.  One  of  George9 s  outstanding  interests  in  life  was  a 
very  real  love  of  music.  His  first  religious  service  was  that  of  assistant  and 
song  leader  with  the  Rev.  Charles  W.  Brooks.  Later  in  life  he  composed  several 
hymns  and  a  patriotic  song.  These  were  used  locally  but  never  reached  publication. 
I/hen  troubled  or  when  particularly  happy  he  would  usually  be  at  the  piano  singing 
his  favorite  hymns  or  working  on  some  of  his  compositions.  On  October  18,  1839,  he 
married  Addie  Estelle  Brooks,  daughter  of  Rev.  Charles  W.  and  Elsie  Green  Brooks. 

(I  remember  my  Cousin  Addie  very  well  and  her  visit  to  our  home  in  New  Milford,  Pa. 
She  delighted  us  with  her  singing  and  as  I  remember  she  had  a  beautiful  and  unusual 
soprano  voice.)  C.B.A. 

Rev.  George  Alton  Beers  was  ordained  as  a  Baptist  minister  (the  year  of  his  marri¬ 
age)  and  the  newly  married  couple  moved  to  South  Pultney,  N.Y.  and  he  began  his 
first  pastorate  at  the  Baptist  church  there.  During  his  twelve  years  as  pastor  of 
this  church  the  edifice  was  destroyed  by  fire  and,  under  his  guidance,  a  beautiful 
little  country  church  was  built  that  remained  a  landmark  high  on  the  hill  above 
Lake  Keuka  for  fifty  years.  At  South  Pultney  the  family  increased  by  the  births  of 
Elsie  Lavina,  Alice  Evangeline,  Esther  Leonora,  Anna  May,  and  Alton  DuBois.  The 
family  (and  quite  a  neighborhood  area)  was  entertained  by  Rev.  George  Beers9  graph- 
aphone  which  was  the  first  in  the  locality  and  would  be  a  museum  piece  these  days 
were  it  still  available.  A  large  horn  magnified  the  volumn  of  the  music  that  fre¬ 
quently  spread  far  across  the  quiet  countryside.  Several  of  the  recordings  were 
made  by  Rev.  George  Beers  himself.  In  1901  Rev.  George  Beers  and  his  family  moved 
to  Webster,  N.Y.  where  he  became  the  pastor  of  the  Webster  Baptist  Church.  During 
his  ministry  in  this  church  he  was  instrumental  in  the  extensive  remodeling  of  the 
church  building  to  the  simple  beauty  it  retains  to  the  time  of  this  narrative  in 
19 54 .  Here  was  born  to  the  Beers  the  youngest  of  the  children,  George  Leonard. 

Next  residence  of  the  family  was  in  Bath,  N.Y.  where  Rev.  George  Beers  was  in  State 
Convention  work  for  the  church.  He  continued  in  this  work  for  only  a  period  of  a 
year  or  two  and  was  then  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  Lakewood, 
Ohio  -  a  suburb  of  Cleveland.  During  the  four  years  he  was  the  minister  of  this 
church  he  began  and  urged  the  building  campaign  for  a  new  church  that  was  started 
a  few  years  after  his  departure  on  plans  that  were  drawn  up  during  his  pastorate. 
This  is  the  present  (1954)  Baptist  Church  except  for  the  addition  recently  complet¬ 
ed.  Thus  three  church  structures  were  testimonials  to  his  vision  of  sanctuaries 
for  the  worship  of  God.  In  1913  Rev.  George  Beers  and  his  family  moved  to  Gran¬ 
ville,  Ohio,  where  he  entered  state  work  for  the  church.  Elsie  and  Esther  remained 
in  Cleveland  to  work  and  teach,  and  in  1915  Alton  joined  the  Field  Artillery,  Fiftt

Division,  and  saw  service  overseas  in  World  War  I.  Before  his  return  the  family 
had  moved  to  New  Philadelphia,  Ohio,  in  1917  where  Rev,  George  Beers  returned  to 
church  ministry.  In  1921  he  changed  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Baptist  Church  in 
Salem,  Ohio,  and  then  to  his  final  pastorate  in  Columbia  Center,  Ohio.  Here,  in 
1926,  his  wife  Addie  died  after  several  years  of  ill  health.  She  was  a  wonderful 
wife  and  mother.  Not  active  in  community  affairs,  but  sang  in  the  church  choir 
often.  She  loved  people  and  wa3  interested  in  them,  and  by  her  life  she  taught  her 
family  faith  in  God.  For  two  more  years  Rev.  George  Beers  continued  his  ministry, 
but  loneliness  and  his  ever-present  memory  of  the  hills  around  Lake  Keuka  caused 
him  to  decide  on  retirement  in  1929*  Returning  to  Pultney,  he  married  Estella 
Reynolds  who  had  been  a  close  friend  of  the  family  for  many  years.  She  was  born 
3-25-1871,  Pultney,  N.Y.;  d.  2-21-1952,  Penn  Yan,  N.Y.  -  buried  at  Webster,  N.Y. 
During  the  remaining  years  of  his  life  he  supplied  his  services  occasionally  at 
several  churches  in  New  York  and  Ohio.  Always  active  and  physically  strong,  it  was 
hard  for  Rev.  George  Beers  to  heed  the  doctor’s  advice  to  avoid  activity.  He  would 
rest  after  meals  without  too  much  complaint,  but  a  job  that  needed  doing  was  some¬ 
thing  that  could  not  be  ignored.  In  February  1940,  there  was  a  sidewalk  that  need¬ 
ed  clearing  of  snow,  and  probably  George  Beers  felt  quite  strong  that  morning.  In 
the  comfortable  and  rather  shapeless  clothes  he  frequently  wore  around  the  house 
he  went  out  with  the  snow1  shovel.  Soon  he  came  back  in  and  sat  in  a  chair  to  rest 
from  a  heart  attack  that  seized  him  \-fhile  shoveling.  Thus  and  quite  suddenly  came 
to  an  end  the  life  of  George  Alton  Beers  at  the  age  of  75.  In  physical  stature  he 
was  of  medium  height  and  stocky  build.  In  character  he  was  firm  in  his  beliefs 
with  tolerance  for  those  who  sincerely  believed  differently.  As  a  father  he  was 
the  proper  mixture  of  sternness,  leniency,  and  youthful  spirit  that  kept  him  close 
to  his  children  and  grandchildren.  His  obituary  reads:  "His  life  was  one  of  sac¬ 
rifice  and  service.  He  gave  his  all  and  his  best  to  the  Master  whom  he  served  and 
his  loved  ones.  In  every  community  where  he  lived,  men  of  all  faiths  called  him 
friend. ',!  The  family  parted  with  George  Beers  at  a  quiet  service  in  the  Webster 
Baptist  Church  with  his  favorite  hymns  as  a  background  for  the  words  of  memory  of 
his  years  of  service  and  love.

For 
a  decade  he  worked  among  the  people  of  foreign  extraction  and  became  a  recognized 
authority  among  all  communions  in  those  complex  and  conflicting  problems  that 
arise  so  easily  in  the  assimilation  of  the  millions  of  people  of  various  back¬ 
grounds,  tongues,  and  traditions  into  our  national  life.  During  the  last  year  of 
that  decade  in  the  ministry  of  Dr.  Brooks,  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  borrowed 
his  services  that  he  might  administer  the  relief  work  in  war  crushed  Europe  (World 
War  I)  (1919-20).  He  continued  in  this  work  and  the  work  of  the  Horae  Mission 
Society  until  June  1924  when  he  became  pastor  of  the  Englewood  Baptist  Church  in 
Chicago.  For  six  years  he  wrought  in  that  great  church,  and  city,  in  tireless 
service  for  others,  but  the  missionary  cause  forever  challenged,  and  he  met  the 
challenge.  In  1930  he  was  summoned  by  the  Board  of  Managers  to  assume  the  office 
of  Executive  Secretary  of  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society.  His  talent 
for  administration  management  was  now  displayed  in  full  measure.  In  the  midst  of 
his  energetic  activities  he  was  stricken  while  traveling  in  Mexico  in  the  interests 
of  the  society.  After  three  months  of  complete  rest  when  it  was  thought  he  was 
recovering  slowly,  the  end  came  suddenly  on  Sunday  afternoon,  Jan.  11,  1931.  He 
was  undoubtedly  among  the  most  prominent  and  outstanding  Baptist  ministers  in  his 
day  and  generation.

His 
par  record  was  a  splendid  one$  He  passed  through  thirty-three  engagements,  among  them 
jthe  battle  at  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  Sheridanfs  Raid.  He  was  wounded  during  the  latter 
•ngagement  May  12,  1862,  and  rode  in  the  saddle  several  days  before  reaching  a  hospital 
•.ear  Washington,  D.C,  The  bullet  entered  his  neck  near  the  jugular  vein  and  the  sur¬ 
geons  hesitated  to  operate  without  the  consent  of  a  member  of  the  family.  His  brother 
iiev.  Charles  Wesley  Brooks  traveled  to  Washington  and  after  consultation  decided  against 
| the  operation.  My  father  continued  to  serve  his  country  faithfully  and  well  until  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  July  19,  1865,  at  Cloud* s  Mills,  Va.  His  father  had  died  during  his 
'ibsence  and  his  mother  may  not  have  stayed  in  the  East  Pharsalia  home.  We  do  know  that 
.7  father  went  to  the  home  of  his  first  cousin,  James  Albert  Brooks,  in  McGraw,  N.Y., 

:  immediately  after  his  discharge  from  the  army.  He  was  very  ill  with  typhoid  fever  and 
Cousin  Ophelia,  wife  of  James  Albert  Brooks,  gave  him  the  most  tender  nursing  care 
mtil  he  was  completely  recovered.  He  lived  in  this  home  for  three  years  and  was  asso¬ 
ciated  with  Cousin  James  Albert  Brooks  in  operating  a  planing  mill  and  the  making  of 
'fine  furniture.  He  was  married  to  Anna  Matthews  at  McGraw,  N.Y.  5-9-1867  by  his  bro¬ 
ther  Rev.  Charles  Wesley  Brooks.

Xy  mother,  Anna  Matthews,  was  born  in  Brantford,  Ontario,  Canada  11-19-1847,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Henry  and  Sarah  Bullock  Matthews.  Henry  Matthews  was  born  in  London,  England, 
md  emigrated  to  Canada  at  an  early  age.  My  grandmother,  Sarah  Bullock  Matthews,  was 
'torn  8-23-1825  in  or  near  Solon,  N.Y.  After  the  death  of  grandfather  Henry  Matthews 
•in  Cortland,  N.Y.,  my  grandmother  married  2nd  Dwight  L.  Cady,  Ketchumville,  N.Y.  She 
died  11-7-1887  and  is  buried  in  the  Cady  family  lot  in  the  Ketchumville  Cemetery. 

father  and  mother  lived  in  Lisle,  New  York,  for  several  years  and  then  moved  to 
Montour  Falls,  New  York,  where  my  father  was  in  the  employ  of  Cook  Academy  as  a  mech¬ 
anic  and  general  repair  man.  Their  children  were  Arthur  Milton,  b.  2-1868,  Lisle,  N.Y.; 
Edgar  Eugene,  b.  9-24-1872,  Lisle,  N.Y.;  Carrie  May  (Caroline)  b.  10-12-1876,  Montour 
Falls,  N.Y.;  Edith  Dorothy,  b,  3-23-1878,  Montour  Falls,  N.Y. 

Facts  as  related  by  my  mother  - 

On  a  momentous  day,  while  living  in  Montour  Falls  and  when  my  sister,  Edith,  was  only 
;  two  months  old,  my  father  came  home  from  his  work  at  the  Academy  for  the  noon  meal  as 
usual.  Quite  suddenly,  he  said,  with  his  face  aglow  but  with  determination  in  his 
:  voice,  ”Anna,  I  am  going  to  study  medicine  and  become  a  physician.”  She  looked  up 
'with  surprise,  fearing  he  had  suddenly  taken  leave  of  his  senses,  for  with  no  money 
and  a  wife  and  four  children  to  support,  how  could  he  realize  his  ambition.  She  was 
impressed,  because  he  did  not  say,  ”1  want  to  become  a  physician,”  but  rather,  ”1  am 
going  to  be  a  physician.”  During  the  afternoon,  while  going  about  her  work,  the  same 
determination  took  possession  of  her  and  when  my  father  returned  from  the  Academy  for 
supper  her  plans  were  already  made  and  together  they  wrote  to  my  Grandmother  Matthews

isking  if  she  would  allow  my  mother  with  the  four  children  to  live  with  her  during  my 
father’s  absence.  They  also  wrote  Aunt  Mercy  Phelps,  whose  name  may  have  been  Mercy 
Allen  then,  for  she  was  twice  married  with  no  children,  for  a  loan  of  &1500.  Grand- 
cother  Matthews  was  a  widow  at  that  time,  living  alone  in  Killawog,  N.Y.,  in  a  small 
:ouse.  She  had  barely  enough  money  to  support  herself  but  she  was  a  very  wonderful 
ttman,  and  believed  in  my  father’s  ability  and  sincerity.  A  few  months  elapsed  before 
'.he  move  could  be  made  from  Montour  Falls,  and  during  this  time  my  father  began  to 
study  anatomy  while  in  the  dark  furnace  room  at  the  Academy.  Finally  the  move  was 
cade  to  Grandmother  Matthews’  home.  Aunt  Mercy  made  the  loan  which  he  later  paid  back 
dth  interest,  and  my  father  went  to  Hahnemann  Medical  School  connected  with  Cook 
bounty  Hospital,  Chicago,  Ill.  There  he  stayed,  working  part  time  and  studying  at  the 
same  time,  graduating  in  1881.  We  have  a  very  good  group  picture  of  the  graduating 
lass;  seemingly  all  were  men  of  distinction,  judging  from  their  appearance.  We  have 
ilso  several  diplomas  which  were  framed  and  have  been  guarded  carefully  throughout  the 
fears.  There  was,  of  course,  criticism  from  some  members  of  the  family  who  were  not 
19  forward  looking,  and  my  father  brought  two  gifts  to  my  mother  upon  his  return  from 
Chicago  which  were  significant  -  one  a  book  of  fiction  entitled,  stWhat  Will  the  World 
Say4' ,  and  a  pair  of  amethyst  earrings.  The  book  has  been  bound  and  rebound  many  times 
and  is  still  in  the  possession  of  the  family.  The  earrings  were  lost  in  some  unknown 
vay,  but  a  reproduction  is  being  made  at  this  time.  I  remember  them  perfectly. 

Hy  father  began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Candor,  N.Y.,  but  stayed  there  only  a  few 
aonths  when  a  more  favorable  opening  occurred  in  New  Milford,  Susquehanna  County, 
Pennsylvania,  a  few  miles  over  the  New  York  state  line.  It  was  a  small  village  sur¬ 
rounded  by  smaller  villages  and  farm  lands.  The  residents  were  all  of  New  England  an¬ 
cestry  and  my  father  and  mother  felt  at  home  with  them  for,  while  my  mother  was  born 
In  Canada,  the  family  moved  to  Solon,  N.Y.,  when  she  was  a  young  girl.  Their  fortunes 
soon  improved  for  my  father  was  born  to  be  a  skillful  physician  and  my  mother  was  a 
ratural  nurse.  During  the  winter  of  1881  he  returned  to  Chicago  to  take  a  special 
course  in  surgery  and  this  was  a  time  of  loneliness  and  privation  for  my  mother  for 
again  there  was  little  money  to  support  the  family  and  pay  expenses  in  Chicago.  My 
brother  Arthur  Milton  was  always  mature  and  he  was  her  mainstay  during  these  trying 
lonths.  Five  pounds  of  sugar  was  made  to  last  just  so  long  and  he  willingly  gave  his 
share  of  sweet  food  to  the  younger  children.  A- few  months  after  my  father’s  return 
from  Chicago  he  bought  the  Whitlock  property  on  Main  Street  in  New  Milford.  It  was 
like  a  village  farm,  for  there  was  a  large  lot  and  barn  in  the  rear,  and  an  addition 
vas  built  for  my  father’s  three  office  rooms  with  a  separate  entrance.  Then  began  a 
large  and  profitable  practice.  He  held  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility  in  the 
government  of  the  borough  and  was  universally  beloved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew 
him.  During  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  the  village  my  father  and  mother  left  the 
house  and  lived  in  the  barn,  alone.  We  children  were  not  allowed  to  go  near  them. 

Our  Grandma  Matthews  came  at  once  and  she  with  our  mother’s  household  helper  took 
care  of  us.  My  mother  often  gave  the  anesthetic  when  our  father  was  operating  and 
*ent  with  him  into  homes  where  there  was  death  and  sorrow. 

He  was  strangely  different  from  his  brothers  and  sisters.  He  loved  fine  horses  and 
owned  a  pair  of  thoroughbreds.  This  must  have  come  from  his  three  years  of  service 
in  the  cavalry  during  the  Civil  War.  He  also  bought  a  deck  of  playing  cards  and  taught 
ay  brothers  to  play,  and  played  with  them,  saying  that  if  they  learned  to  play  at  home 
they  would  not  be  attracted  to  questionable  places. 

He  was  below  the  average  height  and  of  stocky  build,  and  had  curly  auburn  hair  and  a 
.pleasing  personality.  The  family  always  called  him  "Sammy”  and  the  name  suited  him.

*y  parents  sustained  a  great  bereavement  in  the  death  of  their  first-born  child,  Arthur 
•Ilton,  who  died  at  fourteen  years  of  age  after  a  few  months  of  illness  of  that  myster¬ 
ious  and  incurable  disease,  Hodgkins  Disease  of  the  glands.  Arthur  was  constantly  with 
y  father,  mature  for  his  age,  for  when  there  was  a  slight  smallpox  epidemic  in  New 
Xilford,  my  father  was  called  out  during  office  hours;  a  farmer  came  rushing  in  to  be 
vaccinated  and,  in  a  hurry  to  get  home  before  milking  time,  insisted  upon  Arthur  vac¬ 
cinating  him,  which  he  did  to  my  father ’s  great  alarm.  Fortunately  it  turned  out  suc¬ 
cessfully. 

ihere  was  no  Baptist  church  in  New  Milford,  but  shortly  before  my  father’s  death,  a 
email  group  held  religious  meetings  in  a  room  furnished  as  a  church  and  my  father  was 
cne  of  its  faithful  supporters. 

During  the  year  of  1887  my  father  expressed  the  fear  that  the  bullet  which  he  had 
carried  so  many  years  would  some  day  cause  his  death  and  he  exacted  a  promise  from  his 
crother  Rev.  Charles  W.  Brooks  that  should  he  die  suddenly,  a  post  mortem  would  be  held 
and  the  bullet  found  so  that  my  mother  could  receive  a  pension.  On  June  21,  1887,  he 
valked  a  short  distance  to  visit  a  sick  child.  On  the  way  home  he  \vas  seized  with 
severe  pain  and  stopped  at  a  store  to  rest,  but  died  before  medical  help  could  reach 
him.  A  post  mortem  was  held  but  the  bullet  was  not  found.  Uncle  Charles  was  very  ill 
himself  at  this  time  and  could  not  come  to  New  Milford,  but  sent  a  distant  relative,  Dr. 
Benjamin  Leonard.  Several  weeks  later,  he  performed  the  second  post  mortem  and  found 
the  bullet  resting  on  one  of  the  large  muscles  of  the  heart,  so  my  father  gave  his  life 
for  his  country  just  as  surely  as  though  he  had  died  on  the  battle  field,  as  the  U.S. 
Pension  records  show. 

Ihe  life  story  of  Samuel  Alphonso  and  Anna  Matthews  Brooks  has  often  been  told  but  this 
is  the  first  time  it  has  appeared  in  writing  and  since  nothing  endures  but  the  written 
rord,  I  have  included  it  in  this  family  history.  As  far  as  I  know,  there  have  been 
only  two  physicians  in  our  family  -  my  father,  Dr.  Samuel  Alphonso  Brooks,  and  a  young 
cousin,  Dr.  Harold  Wallis  Jayne,  son  of  Alice  Beers  and  George  Jayne.  His  address  is;

mother  continued  to  live  in  New  Milford  after  my  father’s  death  and  again  she  was 
called  upon  to  support  and  educate  her  children.  She  was  a  small  blonde  woman  and 
her  greatest  enjoyment  was  in  music.  We  were  all  musical  at  an  early  age  and  our 
evenings  were  spent  at  home  playing  the  organ  and  singing.  She  was  so  loving  and 
tender,  so  unselfish  and  self-sacrificing  in  her  nature,  that  her  influence  will  live 
on  in  coming  generations.  She  died  in  Tyrone,  Pa.,  at  the  home  of  her  daughter,  Edith, 
11-4-1904  and  was  buried  by  the  side  of  her  husband  and  son  Arthur  in  New  Milford,  Pa. 

Edgar  Eugene  Brooks  (2)  second  son  of  Samuel  and  Anna  Matthews  Brooks,  was  born 
in  Lisle,  New  York,  September  24,  1872.  He  graduated  from  Wyoming  Seminary,  Kingston, 
?a.,  in  1892,  and  entered  Wesleyan  University,  Middletown,  Conn.,  the  following  year 
•-/here  he  spent  one  year.  He  taught  school  and  did  secretarial  work  for  two  years. 
Although  strongly  inclined  to  study  medicine  and  follow  in  our  father’s  footsteps,  he 
decided  to  study  law.  He  had  completed  one  year  of  study  in  a  lawyer’s  office  in 
.font rose ,  Pa.,  when  through  his  friendship  with  the  Rev,  Edward  James  McHenry,  the 
70 ung 'Rector  of  St.  Mark’s  Episcopal  Church  in  New  Milford,  and  conferences  with  Bishop 
cthelbert  Talbot,  he  decided  to  enter  the  ministry  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  He  began 
to  study  while  teaching  another  term  of  school.  By  this  time  his  mind  was  so  well  fur¬ 
nished  in  many  ways  that  he  passed  the  required  examination  at  the  General  Theological

ieninary,  New  York  City,  with  honors.  After  two  years  of  constant  study  at  the  Semin-

‘-a.,  May  28,  1899,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Ethelbert  Talbot,  Bishop  of  Central  Pennsylvania, 
ind  was  ordained  Priest  in  the  same  place  and  by  the  same  Bishop  June  10,  1900.  His 
irst  parish  was  Trinity  Church,  Tyrone,  Pa.  He  was  unmarried;  a  new  life  began  for 
7  mother.  She  presided  over  the  Rectory  in  Tyrone  and  at  last  her  fondest  hopes  were 
realized.

1691  -  and  Ebenezer  Brooks, 
is  son  -  b.  1723,  d.  ?  »  Edgar  Eugene  Brooks  was  also  a  member  of  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon 
■raternity  and  Tyrone  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Mason. 

fy  brother  Edgar  Eugene  was  Vicar  of  St.  Bernard’s  Church,  Bernardsville ,  New  Jersey, 
md  Rector  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Dover,  New  Jersey.  During  his  pastorate  at  the  latter 
:hurch  he  was  seized  with  the  same  missionary  zeal  that  has  characterized  so  many  of 
:ur  family.  He  associated  himself  with  Christadora  Settlement  House  in  New  York  City, 
dth  the  consent  of  Bishop  Lines  of  Diocese  of  Newark.  With  further  study  at  the  New 
lork  School  of  Philanthropy,  he  was  called  to  become  General  Secretary  of  the  Associ¬ 
ated  Charities  (now  called  Family  Welfare  Association),  Peoria,  Ill,,  and  a  year  later 
:e  became  General  Secretary  of  the  Associated  Charities  in  Honolulu,  Hawaii,  remaining 
'.here  two  years  until  the  beginning  of  World  War  I  when  he  was  called  back  to  the  main¬ 
land  to  represent  the  U.S.  War  Department  Commission  on  Training  Camp  Activities. 

After  the  war  he  returned  to  American  Association  for  Organizing  Family  Social  Work  as 
3  member  of  the  Field  Staff.  He  had  recently  completed  an  exhaustive  study  of  all 
social  agencies  and  State  and  County  Institutions  in  Memphis,  Tenn.,  and  was  in  Spring- 
field,  Mass.,  making  the  same  study  when  he  passed  a^.-zay  -  suddenly  with  almost  no  ill¬ 
ness  -  at  the  height  of  his  fine  career,  just  as  our  father  did  only  from  a  different 
:ause,  Feb.  17,  1921.  My  brother  had  the  best-informed  mind  of  any  person  I  have  ever 

mown.  He  knew  almost  as  much  about  diseases  and  their  diagnoses  as  any  physician  and 

33  much  about  legal  matters  as  an  attorney.  He  knew  people  and  their  reactions  to  the 
iifficulties  which  surrounded  them.  He  had  great  executive  ability  and  had  written 
largely  on  social  problems.  He  had  his  Holy  Orders  to  the  day  of  his  passing  and 
‘jften  conducted  the  Sunday  service  and  preached  the  sermon  whenever  the  opportunity 
:ame.  He  had  the  same  radiant,  winning  personality  as  our  father  had  and  was  greatly 
teloved. 

His  funeral  was  held  in  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  and  burial 
vas  made  in  the  Springfield  Cemetery.  We  believed  in  cremation  and  so  had  it  made  in 
the  Springfield  Crematory  Chapel,  September  1937.  My  sister  and  her  husband  and  I 
placed  the  ashes  in  the  soil  of  the  family  burial  lot  in  New  Milford,  October  21,  1937.

Your  circular  letter  cf  Jure  8  has  just  come  and  I  note  your  desire  for 
a  letter  for  the  meeting  of  the  Brooks  Family  Association  op  August  23.  If 
anything  is  to  reach  you  in  time  it  must  get  started  soon  and  go  by  air. 

Some  of  the  Brooks  family  group  probably  know  who  I  am  and  can  tell 
others  enough  of  my  history  to  reveal  the  relationship.  More  is  not  necessar 

Just  yesterday,  while  looking  for  a  document  in  a  box  full  of  old  papers 
and  letters  which  went  through  our  flood  of  last  year,  I  came  across  an  old 
letter  bearing  a  post  mark  ’’Watkins,  N.Y.,  Feb.  3,  1903”  and  the  return 
address  of  Rev.  C.  W.  Brooks,  District  Missionary,  Baptist  Missionary  Conven¬ 
tion  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Watkins,  N.Y.  It  is  addressed  to  my  grand¬ 
mother,  Mrs.  Elotia  J.  Rathbun  (nee  Elotia  Brooks).  Inside,  the  letter  is 
barely  legible  as  the  flood  waters  dissolved  much  of  the  purple  print  in 
which  it  is  typed.  It  starts  out: 

”My  Dear  Sister  Elotia.”  Most  of  the  letter  deals  with  the  state  of 
health  of  various  persons  and  the  local  weather  conditions,  which  were  on 
the  coolish  side  as  he  mentions  26°  below  zero  one  day.  He  also  refers  to 
news  from  his  daughter  Alice  (Bolton)  who  was  in  Pasadena  and  occupied  with 
matters  connected  with  settling  her  husband’s  estate.  He  then  goes  on: 

’’Tell  Adin  to  write  and  ask  me  any  questions  he  pleases  and  I  shall  be  very 

glad  to  answer  them  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  He  need  not  be  afraid  of  me. 

I  was  once  a  small  boy  myself,  and  not  so  big  as  he  is  now,  and  I  am  sure 

he  is  quite  as  good  a  scholar  as  I  was  at  his  age.  And  he  lives  in  a  much 

better  house  and  has  better  clothes  than  I  had  at  his  age,  as  you  can  very 
well  remember.  However,  I  can  tell  him  that  his  great-great-grandfather, 

Amos  Leonard,  your  grandfather,  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  I 

have  very  distinct  recollections  of  hearing  my  grandmother  Leonard  tell 

stories  of  the  Revolution.  Her  first  husband,  before  she  married  our  grand¬ 
father,  was  Capt.  Jared  Green,  a  Captain  in  the  Army  of  the  Revolution,  and 
her  second  husband  was  our  grandfather  Leonard..,, I  do  not  know  so  much 
about  the  ancestors  on  the  Brooks  side,  because  my  grandfather  Brooks  died 
when  my  father  was  a  comparatively  small  boy,  and  we  do  not  know  so  much  of 
his  ancestors.  My  own  father  was  a  ”Minute  Man”  in  the  War  of  1812,  that 
is  he  belonged  to  a  military  company  that  was  liable  to  be  called  into  the 
reuular  army  at  a  moment’s  notice,  but  it  happened  that  the  war  ended  before 
the  call  came.  I  could  also  tell  Adin  a  very  interesting  story  about  my 
grandmother’s  uncle,  Luke  Swetland,  who  was  captured  by  the  Indians  at  the 

time  of  the  Wyoming  massacre  in  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  But  it

would  take  too  long  for  this  letter,  but  when  he  comes  to  make  me  a  visit  or 
I  go  out  there  (to  Colorado)  again  I  will  be  glad  to  tell  him  more  about  it, 
if  we  live;  and  if  we  do  not,  Uncle  Luke  may  tell  us  all  about  it  in  heaven 
himself ... .My  son  Charles  (this  would  be  Majelts  father)  has  been  sick,  but 
at  latest  report  was  much  better,  and  hopes  to  be  at  work  again  soon.  He 
lives  at  33  Page  Avenue,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Rose  joins  me  in  sending  love  to  you  and  my  special  greetings  to  Paul, 
Sadie  and  the  children."

While  I  do  not  have  much  which  would  be  of  interest  to  this  gathering, 

I  thought  that  parts  of  the  above  letter  might  be  to  seme  of  you. 

My  work  here  goes  along  and  grows  daily  until  there  seems  hardly  enough 
hours  in  the  day  to  do  all  that  needs  to  be  done.  Most  of  my  time  just  now 
is  trying  to  finish  off  the  fixtures  in  the  new  large  Chemistry  building 
which  has  just  been  completed.  Our  new  term  started  in  July,  but  the  labs 
are  still  not  ready  for  use  and  I  seem  to  be  giving  more  time  to  plumbing, 
painting,  and  carpentry  than  to'  Chemistry  lectures.  We  hope  it  will  be 
ready  soon  so  the  students  will  not  lose  much  more  time. 

This  year  we  have  two  American  boys  in  our  student  body,  both  just 
freshly  arrived  from  America.  One  is  a  farm  boy  from  Lafeyett,  Pa.  He  has 
had  two  years  at  Penna.  Agric.  College  and  has  come  here  on  an  exchange 
programme  for  his  third  year.  The  other  boy  is  from  near  Hornell,  N.Y., 
and  graduated  at  Cornell  in  June.  He  is  here  gathering  material  on  an 
Agricultural  Economics  problem  for  a  Master's  thesis.  Eoth  are  fine  young 
men  and  will  be  likely  to  promote  friendly  international  relations  at  student 
level.  We  have  other  students  from  Burma,  Ceylon,  Malaya,  Fiji  Islands, 
Nepal,  and  Africa,  as  well  as  all  parts  of  India. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  send  personal  greetings  from  Nixie  and  myself  to 
both  you  and  Anna.  We  expect  to  go  on  furlough  in  summer  of  1956  and  look 
forward  to  seeing  you  then.

Helen  Mynette  Kiser  Stark  (3)  writes: 

August  18,  1955 

"I  have  been  a  teacher  of  Horae  Economics  in  the  Champaign  Senior  High 
School,  and  retired  last  June  after  31  years  in  this  school  and  three  years 
elsewhere,  totaling  a  career  of  34  years. 

Two  weeks  ago  today,  August  4,  a  great  sorrow  came  into  my  life.  My 
only  child,  John,  34  years  old,  died  suddenly  and  unexpectedly  in  Chicago. 

We  knew  he  had  not  been  in  good  health  for  some  time,  but  did  not  think  of 
the  probability  of  anything  but  an  average  length  of  life." 


John  attended  the  Champaign  Public  Schools,  graduated  from  high  school 
in  1938,  attended  Georgetown  University,  Washington,  D.C.,  1938-1939;  and 
was  employed  in  the  Photostat  Division  in  the  Library  of  Congress,  Washington, 
1939-1942.

During  the  war  years,  he  was  sent  from  place  to  place  to  open  up  recruiting 
stations  for  enlistees  in  the  Navy  and  Maritime  Service.

Burial  will  be  at  2  P.M.  in  Cookeville  City  cemetery. 

Miss  Brooks  died  in  Vanderbilt  Hospital  Monday  night.  She  had  been  in  ill 
health  for  many  years. 

Born  in  Pittsford,  N.Y.,  she  was  the  daughter  of  Mrs.  Nellie  Brooks 
Lamoreaux  of  Schenectady  and  the  late  Dr,  C.  A.  Brooks. 

Miss  Brooks  was  a  graduate  of  Northfield  Seminary,  Mass.,  the  University 
of  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  and  Elmira  College,  N.Y. 

She  received  a  diploma  with  honorable  mention  from  the  Sorbonne  in  Paris 
and  the  Masters  Degree  from  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University.  She  had 
almost  completed  requirements  for  the  Ph.D.  degree  at  Peabody  and  Vanderbilt 
University  when  ill  health  forced  her  to  discontinue  her  studies. 

Miss  Brooks  taught  French  in  New  York  and  Illinois  before  coming  to 
Nashville  to  head  the  college  French  Department  at  V/ard- Belmont  College  in  1928. 

From  1931-1941,  she  taught  French  in  the  Mew  York  city  system. 

She  returned  to  Nashville  in  1947  to  work  on  her  Ph.D.  in  psychology.  In 
1948,  she  became  the  first  psychologist  for  the  city  public  schools  and  initi¬ 
ated  a  program  of  citywide  psychological  testing.  She  set  up  the  guidance 
program  in  the  schools.

Alice  Idelle  Brooks  (2)  attended  the  Watkins  Public  Schools  and  Cook 
Academy,  where  she  was  an  honor  student  and  won  a  scholarship  to  Vassar, 
but  was  unable  to  take  advantage  of  it,  because  she  was  ill  with  malaria. 
Her  classmates  at  Cook  Academy  called  her  "G.K."  (General  Knowledge)  and 
would  say,  "Ask  Brooksie,  she  knows.” 

She  sang  in  the  church  choir  and  played  the  organ  for  the  Watkins 
Baptist  Church,  and  during  the  week  worked  as  a  clerk  in  the  County  Record¬ 
ers  office,  until  she  was  married,  at  the  age  of  22,  to  Dr.  Bolton. 

She  often  spoke  of  Aunt  Mercy,  Grandfather’s  sister,  who  lived  with 
them  in  her  later  years.  Aunt  Mercy  was  a  "maiden  lady"  until  the  age  of 
50  and  then  was  twice  married,  outliving  both  husbands  and  dying  at  the 
age  of  90  of  the  measles.  She  was  always  warning  Mother  to  take  the  first 
man  who  asked  her  in  marriage,  or  she  would  die  an  old  maid.  Aunt  Mercy 
would  sit  on  the  parsonage  lawn  and  smoke  her  pipe,  much  to  the  chagrin  of 
her  brother. 

Her  Mother,  Elsie  Green  Brooks,  belonged  to  the  W.C.T.U.  and  the  women 
members  would  stand  in  the  front  of  the  saloons  and  pray.  At  her  Mother’s 
death,  every  business  establishment  (including  the  saloons)  was  closed  for 
her  funeral.  Even  after  she  becaime  blind,  Mother  Brooks  could  find  her  way 
about  town  by  herself.  If  she  wandered  from  the  sidewalk,  some  kind  friend 
would  set  her  back  on  the  right  path.  She  was  full  of  wisdom  and  wise  say¬ 
ings,  such  as,  "Charles  Brooks,  you’re  so  afraid  of  doing  wrong  that  you 
don’t  dare  do  right",  "Consistency  thou  art  a  bosom  pin",  "He  has  a  tow¬ 
string  where  his  backbone  should  be",  and  the  like. 

My  Father  attended  Sheffield  Scientific  for  a  year,  but  found  it  did 
not  give  him  the  training  he  needed  to  become  a  doctor.  He  then  attended 
Jefferson  Medical  School,  in  Philadelphia,  later  interning  on  Blackwells 
Island,  N.Y.,  a  hospital  for  the  criminally  insane.  It  was  rugged  work, 
but  gave  him  good  basic  experience. 

He  began  the  practice  of  medicine  in  Batavia,  N.Y.,  where  he  built  a 
practice  for  himself,  beginning  at  the  attractive  sum  of  $400  a  year  and 
ending  with  a  $15,000  a  year  practice.  He  drove  over  the  countryside  in 
a  horse  and  carriage  in  simmer  and  in  a  sleigh  in  winter,  often  accompanied 
by  Mother  (who  helped  him  greatly,  reading  medicine  for  him,  etc.),  more 
often  than  not  giving  his  services  free.  Office  calls  netted  the  munifi¬ 
cent  sum  of  $.50  to  $1.00,  and  home  calls,  if  paid  for  at  all,  $1.50  or 
thereabouts.  He  was  on  call  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  and  wore  him¬ 
self  down  to  such  a  point  that  he  contracted  tuberculosis  of  the  throat. 

He  left  his  home  and  practice  in  three  days  and  moved  his  family  to  Cali¬ 
fornia,  beginning  his  life  over  again.  In  five  years  he  was  well  and  prac¬ 
ticed  medicine  in  Pasadena  for  some  time.  He  died  at  the  age  of  48,  after 
an  operation  for  appendicitis  at  the  Mayo  Hospital,  Rochester,  Minnesota.

Received  your  letter  of  the  28th  and  it  was  indeed,  very  interesting 
to  me.  I  am  intensely  interested  in  the  family  history  of  the  Leonards  and 
I  do  have  quite  an  accumulation  of  historical  data. 

'  Like  you,  I  have  the  ’’Solomon  Leonard  and  His  Descendants”  book,  also, 
the  Fannie  Leonard  Koster,  ’’Annals  of  the  Leonard  Family,”  ’’Stephen  Banks 
Leonard”  by  Dr.  Andrew  Leonard,  have  corresponded  with  the  two  latter 
writers.  ’’Genealogical  Memoir  of  the  Leonard  Family”  by  Wm.  R.  Deane, 
(1851)  and  last  but  not  least,  last  year  I  happened  to  get  a  catalogue  of 
second-hand  books  from  London  and  saw  listed  ’’The  Castle  of  Hurstmonceux 
and  Its  Lords”  by  the  Rev.  Edmond  Venables.  It  was  just  after  the  bombing 
of  London  started.  I  thought  my  money  would  land  in  the  bottom  of  the 
Atlantic  or  the  Book  Store  would  be  blown  to  atoms,  but  it  came  through 
and  maybe  I  wasn’t  pleased!  It  was  printed  in  London,  1851,  with  many 
plates  of  the  old  castle  as  well  as  personal  notes  by  the  owner  of  the 
book,  who  had  visited  the  Castle. 

John  Hay,  the  late  Secretary  of  State  was  a  descendant  of  Solomon 
Leonard.  I  have  a  friend  in  Saint  Paul,  Minn.,  who  is  interested  through 
history  connections,  by  the  name  of  Washburn.  He  was  looking  through 
’’Hobbies  Magazine”  and  in  a  list  of  china  saw  this:  One  Royal  Doulton 
Plate,  with  Hurstmonceux  Castle  on  it.  He  was  kind  enough  to  send  a  check 
at  once  and  ordered  it  sent  to  me.  Wasn’t  that  fine? 

After  I  received  it  I  had  a  letter  from  a  lady  in  New  Jersey,  saying 
she  had  written  on  for  it  and  been  informed  that  it  had  gone  to  me  and  she 
wondered  if  I  would  sell  it  as  her  mother,  who  was  over  eighty,  wanted  it 
for  she  had  played  all  around  the  Castle  when  she  was  a  child.  Well,  I 
couldn’t  part  with  my  plate.  I  have  a  beautiful  film  of  the  old  Castle  as 
well  as  several  films  of  the  family  portraits  which  are  beautiful.  I  tell 
you  this  because  it  is  your  line  and  I  feel  sure  will  be  just  as  interested 
as  I  am. 

We  will  be  very  glad  to  endorse  your  papers  and  hope  we  may  hear  more 
of  you  in  the  future.

Dear  Mrs.  Adair: 

Your  letter  received  and  will  try  to  give  you  just  brief  points  of 
Hurstmonceux  Castle.  It  was  erected  in  1440  in  the  County  of  Sussex, 
England.  It  is  206  ft.  by  206  ft.  I  have  the  plan  of  the  floors.  It 
came  into  the  Leonard  line  when  Sampson  Leonard  married  Margaret  Fiennes, 
Lady  Dacre.  Sampson  Leonard  is  spoken  of  in  old  English  histories  as 
being  a  scholar,  especially  a  fine  Latin  scholar.  He  was  made  Baron  Dacre 
upon  his  marriage. 

I  have  his  photo  (ugly  old  bird)  as  well  as  his  successor,  Sir  Henry. 
During  the  reign  of  Charles  I,  they  were  his  loyal  supporters  and  in  his 
flight  from  London,  Charles  I  spent  his  last  night,  a  guest  in  this  Castle. 
He  was  taken  back  from  here  to  London,  where  he  was  beheaded.  His  son, 
Charles  II,  succeeded  him  to  the  throne  of  England.  As  time  goes  on, 

Thomas  Leonard  was  also  created  Earl  of  Sussex  and  was  the  son-in-law  of 
Charles  II,  married  to  the  daughter  of  Charles  and  Duchess  of  Cleveland. 

I  have  a  copy  of  the  portraits  of  Thomas,  his  wife  and  daughter 
(beautiful) ;  an  article  copied  from  a  Nexv  England  magazine  says  they  were 
as  fine  a  collection  of  family  portraits  as  any  in  England. 

The  tomb  in  the  parish  is  gorgeous,  erected  by  Thomas,  Earl  of  Sussex. 
The  line  of  descent  got  away  from  the  Leonard  line  because  of  no  male  heir. 
It  was  offered  to  the  Massachusetts  Leonards  as  being  the  next  of  heir  but 
they  declined  as  they  would  rather  ”Be  lords  of  acres  than  Lord  of  Hurst- 
raonceux."  It  was  a  parish  of  4535  acres  in  the  southeast  part  of  the  county 
of  Sussex  and  about  four  miles  from  the  sea  coast. 

The  grandmother  of  Lord  Baltimore,  first  Governor  of  Maryland,  is  I 
feel  sure  a  grandson  of  Dorothy  Leonard.  I  have  never  been  able  to  point 
it  out  beyond  all  dispute,  but  the  story  is  that  Dorothy  Leonard  was  married 
at  Hurstmonceux;,  the  home  of  a  relative.  She  married  John  Calvert. 

The  will  of  John  Calvert  does  not  give  the  name  of  his  wife  but  he  left 
two  sons — John  and  George,  and  Dorothy.  This  Leonard  was  the  first  Lord 
Baltimore  of  Maryland.

Thomas  Leonard,  Earl  of  Sussex,  spent  a  great  deal  on  the  castle  and 
it  was  remodeled  to  the  point  of  luxury.  Later  it  fell  much  into  decay  but 
at  the  present  day  it  has  been  modernized  and  is  the  home  of  a  member  of 

Parliament,  or  rather  he  was  a  member  and  resigned  in  order  to  be  more  at 

home  with  his  little  son  before  he  entered  school.  I  have  a  clipping  of 
this  from  a  paper  some  three  years  ago.  I  think  the  name  is  Lawson  and  he 
has  an  American  wife. 

This  is  much  of  a  conglomeration  of  bits  of  the  history  but  there  is 
so  much  that  I  thought  to  just  give  you  spots  of  interest.  The  castle  is 
or  was  surrounded  by  a  moat  with  draw-bridges,  etc.,  as  was  the  custom  in 
the  early  days  of  ruthless  warfare — but  I  wonder  if  it  would  not  be  pale 
history  to  what  we  of  the  present  dajr  are  going  through. 

I  have  a  friend  here  who  has  the  Deane  line  and  she  says  they  go  back 
to  the  Leonard  Line.  I  told  her  I  would  give  you  her  address  and  if  you 
care  to,  might  write  her  and  compare  your  Deane  history.  The  address  is:

I  am  in  charge  of  the  Public  Library  here  and  I  get  very  little  time 
for  social  correspondence,  but  I  hope  we  may  become  better  acquainted  and 
find  just  how  near  related  we  are  as  cousins.

Meate  Again  that  we  shall  not  Part  as  We  Did  then  the  Little  Time  that  I 
was  with  you  Was  the  Happyist  Days  of  My  Life — But  the  Situation  that  We 
Parted  in  Has  Mad  Me  Misrable  Ever  Sense  and  Had  You  the  Lease  feling  for 
Ahart  that  is  Bound  up  in  you — you  Wold  not  Delay  My  Happynis  Eney  Longer 
But  Comply  to  the  Wishes  of  your  Lover  And  frind  Tild  Death”
